DOMESTIC 
Disaster in a Mine. 
" W ilk e s b a r re [Pa.), December 18th.— 
Water in the Susquehanna river at Nanti- 
cokc broke through the workings of No. 1 
stope of the Susquehanna Coal Mining 
Company this morning, and at noon there 
was about six feet of water in the stope. 
The alarm was sent through the workings 
when the danger was apparent, and all the 
men except six Hungarians, who are be­ 
lieved to he drowned, hurried to the mouth 
and were rescued. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.1 
W i l k e s b a r r e , December 18th. — Ac­ 
counts from Nantieoke are conflicting. 
Advices received this afternoon were to the 
effect that thirty-nine men employed on 
rock work in the No. 1 stope were impris­ 
oned in the upper lefts by the rapid rising 
of tiie water. Several miners entered ttie 
stope at 3 o’clock with boats, intending to 
use every means to reach them. 
A dispatch received here at G o’clock 
this evening from Nantieoke stated that 
sixty-one of the miners were unaccounted 
for, and it was supposed that they were 
drowned. 
- 
Later advices state that all the men are 
reported to be out of the mines except 
twenty-four. The fate of these is not yet 
known. 
MORE SERIOUS TII AN AT FIRST SUPPOSED. 
W i l k e s b a r r e , December 18th.—The dis­ 
aster at Nantieoke was more serious than 
at first supposed. 
The theory that the 
water broke through the bed of the river has 
been dispelled by the fact that the place 
whence the water came is over 4.IXifl feet 
from the Susquehanna.. It flowed from a 
pool on the surface. It followed the seam, 
ran into the gangway and stopes, and 
thence to the lower working of No. 1 stope. 
When the water was discovered making 
into tlie stope, there were nearly 1,000 men 
and boys at work on the various openings, 
but at the particular spot where it first ap­ 
peared there were not over thirty persons, 
it is reported that there are about thirty 
men, who are shut in by the water and 
rubbish that have accumulated in the west 
gangway in the second lift of the Russ 
seam. It is impossible to say what their 
fate will he. The rescuing party is follow­ 
ing the face of the chambers in that part 
of the gangway, with hopes of reaching 
them some time during the night. The 
officials say there is no danger of the men 
suffocating, as they will get plenty of air 
from t he faces of the chambers that arc 
not clogged. The pumps were put into 
operation to-night. They have a capacity 
of removing 2,000 gallons of water per 
minute, and it is expected that the mine 
will be clear by Monday next. Old miners 
are of the opinion that the men who are 
shut up will be rescued alive. 
At 10 o’clock this evening the company 
were making every possible effort to reach 
the imprisoned men. Additional pumps 
are being rapidly put up. Another force of 
men has been sent down the air shaft, who 
will endeavor to cut through to the spot 
where the imprisoned men are liable to be. 
This work will be kept up night and day 
until the fate of the men is known. 
PROGRESS OF TIIE RESCUING PARTY. 
W ilk e s b a r r e , December 1 8 th .—Infor­ 
mation received here at 11:30 from Nanti- 
eoke says the water has subsided, and a 
large force of men are at work removing 
the quicksand that blocks the gangway. 
The rescuing party are now within forty 
feet of the men, and there are strong hopes 
of reaching them by morning. The dam­ 
age to the mine will be extensive, and it 
will he some weeks before the work is re­ 
sumed. 
The California Delegation and the Navy 
Yard. 
W a s h in g to n , December 18th.— The 
members of the California delegation, in­ 
cluding Governor Stanford, except Repre­ 
sentative Felton, called on the Secretary ot 
the Navy this morning, and had a very 
pleasant conversation in regard to the 
Navy Yard at Mare Island. Representative 
Louttit was the principal speaker, and 
stated that they desired that the Lacka­ 
wanna. which is now out of commission at 
Mare Island, should be made either as a 
training or receiving-ship. Secretary Whit­ 
ney received the delegation very cordially, 
listened attentively to what was said, and 
seemed impressed with the force of the 
remarks. 
Chines»* Immigration Frauds—Report of 
Special Agent Spaulding. 
W a s h in g to n , December 18th.—The re­ 
port of special Agent Spaulding, who was 
sent to San Francisco to investigate the al­ 
leged frauds in regard to theimmigration of 
t hiñese under the Restriction Act approved 
May 6, ls-82, has just been received at the 
Treasury Department. It is a lengthy docu­ 
ment. lie alludes to the methods first 
adopted in carrying out the provisions of 
the Act, and in the completeness with 
which they were performed ; but says that 
a number of mistakes were made, which 
could not be avoided, for it was not pos­ 
sible that a perfect system could be formu­ 
lated at once. He says that a local com­ 
pliance with Section 4 of the bill was im­ 
possible, as the clerical work could not be 
done without filling out the registration 
blanks en shipboard. This work, with 
from fiOO to 700 Chinese passengers, would 
have required the transfer of the Custom­ 
house seal and a Deputy Collector to the 
ship.Trouble with Indians Apprehended. 
M isso u la (Mont.), December 18th.—In a 
quarrel which occurred between two white 
men, Y. H. Ciomes and Mr. Haden, and 
two Indians at Urlee. on Flat Head reser­ 
vation, last night, one of the Indiaos was 
shot dead and the other wounded. The 
occurrence aroused all the Indians on the 
reservation, und serious consequences were 
feared. Troops were ordered to leave on a 
special train for Drlee from Fort Missoula 
to-night, but later information indicated 
that the excitement had subsided, and the 
order was countermanded. 
The Admission of Dukotw. 
P h i l a d e l p h i a , December 18th. — The 
Tin tes (Mugwump) says of the admission 
of Dakota: There is nothing startling in 
the action of the somewhat fresh pioneer 
State of Dakota. Michigan, California, 
Colorado and oilier Territories set up a 
dummy Stale Government before they had 
enabling Acts from Congress. The busi­ 
ness />f creating pocket commonwealths 
was so largely overdone in the cases of 
Oregon, Nevada and Colorado that Con­ 
gress will likely be slow to repeat the folly. 
Oregon and Nevada, with more than half 
a generation of time to grow, have never 
got beyond a single Congressman. 
New Y o r k , December ISth.—The admis­ 
sion of Lhikota is the topic of morning edi­ 
torials. The Tribune savs Senator Butler's 
resolution was inspired by a partisan mo­ 
tive. and if cites Democratic precedents for 
the admission of Territories similarly situ­ 
ated to Dakota. 
The iror&fs Washington special frankly 
concedes a partisan issue. It says: The 
Democrats in Congress have steadily op­ 
posed Dakota’s admission and will con- 
tinn-* to do so. 1; is remembered here that 
< atiforma, before it was admitted, pursued 
the very same policy now being pursued 
bv Dakota.

the Middletown Insane Asylum. Since 
she learned that her counsel was unable to 
have her released from the asylum, she 
has been determined on suicide. ' She tried 
to contract a cold by sitting in draughts or 
by open windows, in violent weather, with 
the avowed hope that it would bring on a 
fatal illness. She has tried other ways to 
shorten her life, but Ins been detected, and 
is under constant watch. She has had six 
epileptic fits. “ Would you kill O’Donovan 
Rossa if you were released?” she was re­ 
cently asked. “ I might and I might not,” 
she replied. 
Crazed by Cocaine. 
N ejy Y ork:, December 18th.—William 
Morrison, a wealthy man, for some years 
connected with the drug trade of this city, 
was a prisoner in the I’olico Court yester­ 
day, charged with attempting to commit 
suicide. Morrison became an enthusiastic 
advocate of cocaine during General Grant’s 
illness, and in order to better study its ef­ 
fects he became a constant consumer of the 
drug, until now he is crazy. He wandered 
away from his home in this city ten days 
ago, and since that time has tukea $300 
worth of cocaine. He is a total wreck, and 
will be sent to an asylum for inebriates.

down to-day, and 2,500 employes were in­ 
formed by a policeman that operations were 
suspended until further notice, because of 
the lax levy by the city. A public meeti g 
of the employes has been called for to­ 
morrow evening. The company owes $20, 
000 in taxes, and refuses to pay. 
American Missionaries in Africa. 
N e w Y o r k . December ISth.—Tim San 
says : Bishop William Taylor,who recently 
led a party of nearly fifty Americans into 
Afriea as missionaries, lias returned to Eu­ 
rope. At last accounts he was in Lisbon, 
and had had an audience with the King of 
Portugal with reference to the slave trade 
in Angola and ilie Portuguese treatment of 
the natives. If lie is able to incite the Por­ 
tuguese to a more vigorous, wise and hu­ 
mane policy in Angola he will be hailed as 
a great benefactor. In that large and in­ 
teresting district of Africa the Bishop’s 
missionaries have no occupied stations, the 
stations stretching from 391 miles along the 
direct route from the Loungo coast toward 
the center of the continent. Fresh rein­ 
forcements, to extend further inland, will 
soon be sent to Bishop Tyler.

The Question of Home Rule in Ireland.

If the 
demands of the Parnellitea are granted and 


any such scheme as home rule is attempted, 
as Gladstone has been credited contemplat­ 
ing the Express declares civil war would 
not be unlikely to follow.

The meeting adopted a 
resolution expressing the belief that a re­ 
sort to home-rule principles would be cer­ 
tain, sooner or later, to eventuate in civil 
war, and exhorting the Loyalist party to 
goto the utmost length in resisting the 
efforts of the home rule advocates. The 
resolution commended the Loyalists in 
Ireland to the sympathy of Protestants

Home Lute for Ireland. 
L o n d o n , December 18th.—The excite­ 
ment throughout Great Britain on the sub­ 
ject of home rule for Ireland continues 
without abatement. 
Newspapers of all 
shades of opinion and politics are urging 
Gladstone to speak definitely in regard to 
his plans. 
The late Premier, in re­ 
sponse to a telegram sent to-day, 
asking him for information with refer­ 
ence to the Irish home rule scheme, 
which it is reported lie has had under con­ 
sideration for some iitne, replied as follows : 
“ From my public declarations at Edin­ 
burgh respecting the government of Ireland 
you will easily see that I have no further 
communication to make.” it will be re­ 
membered tha: in the speech referred to, 
which lie delivered on November 17th, he 
said, in effect, in reply to Parnell’s sugges­ 
tion to give local seli-governmcnt to Ire­ 
land, that when he learns through a con­ 
stitutional channel, what the wishes of 
Ireland are he will give them attentive 
consideration, but that he cannot gain this 
knowledge until the new Parliament 
meets. 
George J. Goscben, a prominent member 
of the Whig branch of the Liberal party, 
having been asked to-day for an opinion 
on the reported scheme of home rule for 
Ireland, replied by telegraph that he main­ 
tained his hitherto expressed convictions 
against home rule, and could not comment 
on any scheme until such scheme had 
been fully declared. 
The Marquis of 
Harrington, who was Secretary of War in 
Gladstone’s Cabinet, declares that he lias 
not approved the scheme, as had been in­ 
timated in certain quarters. 
Attem pt to Blackmail the Prince of 
W ales. 
L o n d o n , December 19th.—A sensation 
was caused here this morning by the arrest 
of a young man ami woman at Kensington 
on a charge of extorting money from the 
Prince of Wales and threatening His Royal 
Highness in event of his not complying 
with their demand. The prisoners were 
taken before a magistrate, where a formal 
examination was held, resulting in their 
being remanded. It is expected that dis­ 
closures of a serious nature will be made 
when the case is again called. 
The* Kalkan Trouble. 
L o n d o n , December 18th.—A report has 
been received here that the Servian troops 
have been withdrawn from the Widdin 
district. 
A SEMI-OFFICIAL BULLETIN. 
V ie n n a . December 18th.— A semi-of­ 
ficial bulletin issued at Nisch yesterday 
savs : ** Peace cannot be assured." Bulgaria 
demands that Servia shall evacuate the 
V iddin district. King Milan considers 
this an unfair request. Servia seeks an 
armistice and peace for political reasons, 
but if they are not obtained she will continue 
the war to the last extremity. She will, 
however, wait until the eneiuv takes the 
offensive.” 
MONTENEGRIN PRECAUTIONS— ARMISTICE DE­ 
SIRED. 
L o n d o n , December 18th.—'The Govern­ 
ment of Montenegro, in view of the gen­ 
eral military activity on the borders of that 
country, has taken the precaution to arm 
ami equip 45.000 men, who will he held in 
readiness for immediate action in the event 
of an invasion of the country by a foreign 
army, or in case the Government decides 
upon more aggressive movements. 
The members of the international Com­ 
mission. appointed to demarcate the line 
between the Servian anti Bulgarian armies, 
have received instructions from their re­ 
spective Governments to endeavor to ar­ 
range an armistice between the contending 
States. 
TYPHUS FEVER AND SMALL-POX— SOLDIERS 
FREEZING. 
L o n d o n . December 19th—a. m.—Typhus 
fever and small-pox are raging amoiig the 
Servian troops encamped at Nisch. 
The troops at Pi rot arc suffering intensely 
from the severe cold, and thirty soldiers, 
on an average, are frozen daily. 
Ih e Carolines Protocol. 
L o n d o n , December 18th.—The Carolines 
protocol fixes as the limits of the Pelew 
and Caroline groups, the equator on the 
south, the llth degree of latitude on the 
north, and 183 and 164 degrees of longitude 
on the cast and West, respectively. 
The Em peror of China to be Married. 
P f.k in , December ISth.—It is currently 
reported and generally credited that the 
Emperor will lie married in February next, 
at which time the Empress Regent will re­ 
tire and the young Emperor take possession 
of the Government. 
Another Rebellion Imminent, 
W in n ip e g , December 19th.—Archbishop 
Tache to-day said that unless tiie Domin­ 
ion Government takes stringent means to 
allay the bitter feelings and discontent of 
the Indians in the Northwest, there will 
undoubtedly he another rebellion inside of 
a month. There is not a bit of use dis­ 
guising the fact that the Indians—not all of 
them, but a great mnnv at anv rate—are 
discontented, and it behooves the Govern­ 
ment, unless they wish to see more blood­ 
shed, to take time by the forelock, and 
adopt such measures as will keep the In­ 
dians in a peaceful and law-abiding condi­ 
tion. 
PACIFIC! COAST ITEMS. 
Tiie saloon-keepers of Truckee will buy 
no more Chinese-made cigars. 
Membranous eroup has become epidemic 
among the children at Modesto. 
The population of Stockton is about 
15,000, exclusive of 800 Chinese. 
Out of 1,540 ranches in Santa Cruz county 
1,356 are worked by their owners. 
1* ive carloads is the average shipment of 
wine every day now from the St. Helena 
depot. 
Cattlemen of Cochise and Pima counties 
Arizona are shipping cattle to California 
and the East. 
The papooses on Pyramid lake reserva­ 
tion are to have a Christmas tree provided 
by the white employes. 
The Board of Supervisors of Butte county 
have abolished all business licenses except 
those for liquor selling. 
The Colusa Supervisors have called an 
election to incorporate the town of Willows, 
on the 29th of December. 
There is a Lutheran settlement in Shasta 
county, east of Millville, and the settlers 
have petitioned for a Postoffice. 
A number of prominent citizens of Chico 
are getting up a lecture committee, in 
order to have the noted lecturers that come 
to the coast visit Chico as well as other 
places. 
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United States Senate. 
W a s h in g t o n , December 18th.—Frye pre­ 
sented a petition from certain persons of 
Maine protesting against any arrangement 
with Great Britain by which Canadian fish 
might be admitted free of duty. 
Mitchell from the Committee on Pen­ 
sions reported favorably the bill granting a 
pension to the widow oí General Grant. 
The bill was at once passed without de­ 
bate.Hampton introduced a bill making it 
unlawful for Senators or Representatives 
to recommend or solicit appointments to 
office. 
Iiawley inquired of the Chair whether 
this biii was retroactive in its operations. 
[Laughter.] 
‘ 
The Chair replied that, in his opinion, it 
was not. [Renewed laughter.] " 
Butler called up his resolution of in­ 
quiry relating to the alleged organization 
of the Territory of Dakota into a State. 
Vest said the Senate by its record now 
stood committed to the fact that there was 
such a thing in existence as the State of 
Dakota, the papers heretolore presented by 
Harrison and read from the desk having 
borne the words " State of Dakota.” The 
body of gentlemen coming here represent­ 
ing Dakota style themselves “ the Execu­ 
tive Committee of the State of Dakota," 
the Chairman of it being Hugh J. Camp­ 
bell, who was not unknown to fame since 
the Hayes Administration for his zealous 
and not over-scrupulous political assistance 
to that Administration. This person, as 
Vest saw by the papers, was to receive un 
ovation lor having received recognition by 
the United States Senate for “ the State­ 
hood of the State of Dakota.” 
Plumb thought Mr. Vest was giving 
Campbell a good deal of gratuitous adver­ 
tising. 
Vest said Campbell was welcome to it. 
He (Vest) as a lawyer regarded this Dakota 
organization as revolutionary, lie had no 
doubt that the intent of the men concerned 
was to organize a State government, in rase 
this Congress should adjourn without re­ 
cognizing their so-called State. 
In reply to a remark by Vest as to the 
condition under which Territories might ! 
he admitted to the Union, Harrison said 
there was no such thing as breaking into 
or breaking out of this Union. 
Vest—We are not talking of the “ break­ 
ing out.” We had settled that. 
Harrison—Then there could have been 
no point to the Senator’s remark. 
Vest—1 am not leaving this matter to the 
Senator from Indian?. Heaven help me 
it he had the decision of this question. 
_ Vest argued the question ot admission 
from a legal point of view, and insisted 
that under the decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court in former cases of 
admission, the recent action in Dakota 
was revolutionary. He cited Judge Cooley 
and other authorities, to the effect that all 
Enabling Act was necessary* as a prelimin­ 
ary to the admission of a Territory as a 
State, and asked what more outrageous in­ 
sult could be offered to the sovereignty of 
the United States than the action of men 
responsible for the recent developments in 
Dakota? He offered, as independent of 
the resolution of Butler, a resolution to the 
effect that the memorial from persons call­ 
ing themselves “ The State Executive Com­ 
mittee of Dakota,” be considered as com­ 
ing only from private individuals of Da­ 
kota. 
The resolution was laid over and ordered 
to he printed. 
Logan inquired if it was revolutionary 
for citizens of a Territory to get together 
and present their claims to be admitted as 
a State, they taking care to provide in their 
new Constitution that they should not he a 
State till Congress should approve their 
Constitution? He thought it unfair for 
Senators to regard the action in Dakota as 
revolutionary. Until they should set up 
as a State, and undertake to perform the 
functions of a State, exercising the powers 
of statehood, they were not revolutionists. 
Buticr said he had misapprehended what 
constituted a State it the election of Sena­ 
tors and Judges was not exercising State­ 
hood. 
Logan replied that this was done so as to 
take effect when they should be admitted 
as a State, as has been done before. 
Butler remembered but one such in­ 
stance. 
Logan could not undertake to correct the 
Senator’s recollection of history. 
Vest could only remember Michigan as 
an instance at ail like Dakota. 
McMillan thought Minnesota such a 
case.Vest disagreed with him. 
McMillan replied that the whole State 
ticket had boon elected in Minnesota sev­ 
eral months before the State was admitted, 
and Douglas of Illinois had taken a position 
strongly in favor of the admission of that 
State. 
Ingalls suggested the rase of the ad­ 
mission of Kansas. 
Plumb showed that the first Senator 
from Kansas lias been waiting in Washing­ 
ton ready to take ids seat on the admission 
of that State and took his seat in the Sen­ 
ate the day following the Act of admission, 
and that action had not been suggested to 
be revolutionary. He thought it presented 
exactly a similar case to this of Dakota. 
Vest had not specially looked up the 
question of the admission of Kansas, al­ 
though Missouri took some interest in that 
admission, “ For,” said he, “a large portion 
of our personal property escaped into that 
State.” 
Plumb said, “ Yes; some that was black.” 
Vest—No, sir; some others. But let that 
pass. Vest would not accuse the other side 
of the chamber of lacking three electoral 
votes. 
Logon suggested, sotto voce, that the rea­ 
son urged for trying to get the State into 
Union might be applied to tiie attempt to 
keep the State out. 
Vest said if he had been disposed to be 
offensive he might have remarked that the 
Senators from Illinois and Indiana interred 
that three electoral votes might become 
very necessary in tiie future. 
Logan thought Vest’s allusion to parti­ 
sanship an error, so far as he (Logan) was 
concerned. It was the Senator from Mis­ 
souri who had insinuated that persons 
might desire to get Dakota in as a State for 
the purpose of getting electoral votes. 
“ I do not say that I am an esthetic 
statesman,” replied Vest; “ lam a politi­ 
cian ; I suppose I tight for my party. I ani 
not a mugwump. [Laughter.] I shall be 
satisfied if my party, which I believe to be 
sound on constitutional questions, shall say 
of me, other tilings being equal, ‘ lie stood 
by his friends. He never rose to such an 
esthetic pedestal that he could not distin­ 
guish a friend from a foe.’ The Senator 
from Illinois (Logan) himself has never 
been accused of that, nor have I.” 
After further debate the matter, at 2 
o’clock, went over till to-morrow. 
The Senate then proceeded to the consid­ 
eration of the joint rules. 
After a short debate, resulting in some 
amendments of detail, the rules were finally 
agreed to. 
A resolution, offered by Cockrell, was 
agreed to, calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for information as to what claims 
were before the Treasury Department for 
unpaid moieties under the Act of 1804. 
Garueron was relieved from service on 
the Committee on Transportation Routes to 
the Sea Board, McMillan from serviceon the 
Committee on Mines and Mining, and 
Chase from service on the Committee on 
Claims. 
The Chair appointed Mitchell of Oregon 
to the vacancies indicated. 
Beck offered a resolution that the Com­ 
mittee on Finance beinstructed to ascertain 
whether the laws requiring all customs 
duties collected to be applied to the pay­ 
ment of the interest and principal of the 
public debt have been obeyed, and if they 
have not. to report, by bill or otherwise, 
such measures as will secure their enforce­ 
ment. 
At Beck’s request, the resolution was al­ 
lowed to lie over fur the present. 
Adjourned till Monday. 


House of Representatives. 
W a s h in g t o n , December 18tu.—Consider­ 
ation of the report of the Committee on 
Rotes was resumed, the pending amend­ 
ment being that offered’by Springer of 
Illinois to abolish the various committees 
ot expenditures in the different Depart­ 
ments and to concentrate their duties in 
one committee, consisting of fifteen mem­ 
bers. 
In advocating the amendment, 
Springer stated that during the past ten 
years the clerks of these committees had 
been paid $250.000, while as far as lie could 
remember but two of the committees had 
made reports—the Committee on Expen­ 
ditures in the War Department in the 
Forty-fourth Congress and the Committee 
on Expenditures in the Department of Jus­ 
tice in the Forty-eighth Congress. 
Morrison thought much good had re­ 
sulted^ from the work done by* these two 
committees. 
During the late campaign 
he had heard it proclaimed everywhere in 
Democratic speeches that the Democratic 
party wanted to see the books. Now that 
it had an opportunity lie hoped it wouldn’t 
close its eyes. 
“ Hopeyou won’t,” remarked Brown of 
Indiana, “ you will have some books of 
your own in a few years.” 
Herbert of Alabama opposed the amend 
ment, asserting that the House should al­ 
ways stand ready to investigate the abuse 
which had grown up in the administration 
of the Government. He did not think 
that Republican members could afford to 
vote to abolish the committees. 
Houk of Tennessee stated that the Re­ 
publicans would not vote to abolish them. 
It was true that when the Republicans were 
in power there was little necessity for 
them, but the prospect was that they would 
be very useful in the future. [Laughter.] 
After further debate the amendment was 
rejected. 
Hammond of Georgia offered as amend­ 
ment that no appropriation bill, for any 
expenditure not previously authorized by­ 
law, unless in continuation of appropria­ 
tions for such public works and objects as 
are already in progress, he entertained. 
Hammond said his object was to discover 
whether the House would retain the power 
to keep riders on appropriation bills. 
The House rejected a motion of Ham­ 
mond io strike out the clause of the pro­ 
posed new code of rules, distributing the 
appropriation hills among the several com­ 
mittees of the House, by a vote of 69 aves 
to 227 noes. 
The amendment was rejected without 
division. 
Cannon moved to strike out the para­ 
graph which limited the appropriations 
over which the Appropriations Committee 
had jurisdiction. 
The motion was lrtst. 
Adams of Illinois offered an amend­ 
ment, virtually prohibiting “riders.” 
It was substantially the samp as the one 
which before the test vote on distributing 
appropriation bills had been offered by 
líatumond and had been rejected by the 
House. 
The amendment was now adopted, and 
the remainder of the report was agreed to 
without objection. 
Then the report was adopted in foto, so 
the rules of the Forty-eighth Congress, as 
amended by the report of Committee on 
Rules, are re-enacted as the rules of the 
Forty-ninth Congress. 
Morrison of Illinois then called up the 
resolution for a holiday recess, after hav­ 
ing amended it so that tiie recess shall be­ 
gin on Monday next and end on Janu­ 
ary 1st. 
Beach of New York opposed the idea, 
which lie considered a childish one, of tak­ 
ing a holiday recess. At this time it was 
attended with danger, and he appealed to 
the Democratic House to go as "far as the 
Republican Senate had done in taking the 
same action on the Presidential succession 
bill.The resolution was then passed. 
On motion of Matson of Indiana, the 
Senate bill granting a pension to the widow 
of General Grant was taken up and passed. 
Price of Wisconsin voted in the negative. 
Adjourned. Miscellaneous. 
W a s h in g to n . December 18th.—Western 
Senators are receiving letters in great num­ 
bers urging them to oppose the confirma­ 
tion of Land Commissioner Sparks, because 
of his recent rulings.

In other cities, where thinking and 
considerate men ate in charge of m unici­ 
pal affaire, the repairing of sewers and 
.streets, and like work, is performed ata u 
hour when thu hustle of tlie day and early 
evening has subsided; hut hero the order 
of ihi;tg3 is extremely reversed, and all else 
our municipal authorities do is consonant 
with the foregoing. Once in a while aciear- 
ntiuded mat: is pressed into service as a Su­ 
pervisor, but he soon finds him self as be­ 
ing in a microscopic minority. The Hoard 
is usually composed of a parcel of fossilized 
men pos-e-scd of ideas that might have been 
practiced a half century ago, and who stub­ 
bornly refuse to leave their beaten path. 
Younger men, with progressive notions, 
are required itere to wrench the reins of 
city government out of the unsteady tt itnls 
of these old fogies, ere this municipality 
can rightfully claim what it now only hears 
in name. 
JAPANESE VS. CHINESE. 
One not a very close observer can scarce­ 
ly imagine what inroads the Japanese are 
m aking upon tin' ('hiñese as domestics. 
From a most reliable source 1 learn that 
there are about 2,00!) Japanese serving in 
that cat :>fity hert-. They are the most po­ 
lite of servants, and fall into our ways and 
customs with much more alacrity than 
their neighbors from the Orient. A Japan­ 
ese, even of tl 
lowest s< tcial caste, n< »er 
retains his native habiliments twenty-four 
hours after his arrival here; and, in fact, 
the greater number come here in European 
attire. W hile they arc careful and in m any 
ways desirable servants, they are. very un­ 
reliable. They do not steal as the Chinese, 
hut make up that deficiency by being con­ 
sum mate hypocrites and artistic liars. The 
greatest trouble experienced with them , 
ho far, it their nomadic inclination—they 
remain in one house long enough only to 
learn all they desire to k tow, and then 
they are off seeking another situation. It 
is useless to tempt them to remain by of­ 
fering them more wages when once they 
have concluded to go. They are not as 
mercenary as the Chinese, for they rarely 
ask for an increase of pay. This induces 
nte to believe that their motives for serving 
in menial capacity is rather to familiarize 
themselves with our manners than to earn 
money. 
When interrogated as their cause 
for leaving your 
rviee, they at once begin 
to lament -over the necessity for quitting— 
it is not difficult for them to sited a pint of 
tears at a moment’s notice—and make 
some piausibh statem ent about a sick 
brother nr friend requiring their attention. 
The next morning, perhaps, you may find 
your Jap sweeping tiie front steps of your 
next door neighbor's house, and he will 
stare as if he had never seen you before. 
However in many other ways they are pre­ 
ferable to the Chinese as servants; they are 
not impertinent . they are careful in obey­ 
ing all instructions, and they are more tidy 
and cleanly titan tiie former.

own. 
SURPLUS o r LAWYERS AND DOCTORS. 
It is reliably stated that the medical and 
legal professions are crowded here beyond 
belief, and yet the colleges are daily turn­ 
ing out etnbry > Sir Astley Coopers and 
Rufus Choates to swell the army of almost 
starving professional men. The number 
of doctors and lawyers runs into the thou­ 
sands, and it is not an unsafe venture to 
say that about 75 per cent, are scarcely ablo 
to ntake both ends meet. The lawyers, 
especially, are earning but little oompared 


with their incomes of former years. Of 
course such men as Hall McAllister, Sant 
Wilson. W. H. L. Barnes, and perhaps a 
score more who are constantly in the serv­ 
ice of large corporations, do not feel the 
full 
force of 
the depressed condition 
of their calline; 
but 
there are sev­ 
eral 
hundred lawyers, who, in years 
gone 
by, 
would 
not 
even 
have 
thanked one to insure them an income of 
$10.000 per annum , now perfectly satisfied 
with $2,500 a year—at least they are ob­ 
liged to he. The greatest wonder, however, 
is how the tail end of the professions m an­ 
age to live at all. 
In the business centers 
of the city lawyers’ signs are as numerous 
as flies in the sum mer months, and I abso­ 
lutely believe that there is not ene block in 
the town where one or more physicians do 
not resille. Since my return here, I have 
noticed particularly how m any doctors 
who thirteen year* ago kept fine horses 
and carriages, now “foot it,” or patronize 
that plebiau vehicle, the strec-t-car. 
Yet, 
despite the over-plus ot supply in tlie med­ 
ical as well as in the legal profession, there 
is no reduction in the high-pressure fees. 
Especially is that the case with legal and 
medical men who came here in high- 
pressure days. 
There is n thing singular 
about that, though, as tlie old Californian 
who in the flush days m anipulated “slugs" 
as indifferently as he now does a dime, 
finds it difficult to conform his habits and 
style of living to these latter days of vetv 
small change and very hard times. 
How­ 
ever, tlie majority of “old tim ers” m ust do 
so by sheer force of necessity, hut it is al­ 
most a living death to them. 


USE OK COCAINE. OPIUM, ETC. 
In conversation with a prom inent physi­ 
cian recently I was astounded to learn' of 
the extensive use in this city of the new 
anaesthetic, cocaine, which is said to be 
more enslaving and corrupting in its effect 
titan either opium or morphine. 
Yet con­ 
firmed morphine and opium consumers are 
substituting tlie more recently discovered 
poison for the former to an alarming ex­ 
tent. In addition to this the physician ob­ 
served that few persons indeed, excepting 
n’cdic. s enjoying an exteusive practice, 
have the remotest conception of the mag­ 
nitude of the opium habit among a good 
class of people here. They do not visit 
Chinese dens, hut are taught to prepare tlie 
deadly drug by experts, and use it within 
their own homes when most convenient. 
Thus it tu tv be, seen that this dreadful 
habit is not altogether confined to the out­ 
cast clement of San Francisco. 
Ladies and 
gentlemen occupying high social and busi­ 
ness positions are slaves to the vice. 
My 
informant laughingly remarked that were 
lie to publish the names of some of tlie 
men and women addicted to the use of opi­ 
um, whom he is supposed to be treat­ 
ing for other ailments, the city would 
feel shocked, yet it is a disgraceful living 
fact. H aving resided some years in a lo­ 
cality where opium fiends are as numerous 
as wild cat mines, 1 learned to detect tlie 
habitue by his listless air. want of ambi­ 
tion and an abnormal pallor; and in latter 
years my judgm ent rarely failed me in tIris 
respect. 
Well, within lite past few months 
I have personally seen several women 
alight from private equipages hearing the 
most unm istakable traces of being devotees 
of tlie “ joint.” W hy, even the thick coat­ 
ing of enamel and mug? scarcely hid the 
ghastly pallor of their countenances. 
1 do 
not imagine that these people indulge so 
much in smoking opium its they do in eat­ 
ing it; vet the. fashionable houses arc not 
very few in num ber where the pipe is 
smoked almost daily—at least, so I am in­ 
formed hv authority I would not think of 
questioning.

HARLOTS AND MAIDENS IN MOURNING WEEDS.

THE PACIFIC RAILROAD SUBSIDY 


DEBT. 


H o w to P r o v id e fo r Its L iq u id a tio n 
—C o n g re ssio n a l A c tio n 
U rg ed . 


‘Now York Financial Obramele, December 5th.] 
Various considerations are again pressing 
the Pacific Railroad debt question upon the 
attention of the public. The Thurm an Act 
of 1878 is everywhere recognized as failing 
of its intended purpose, which was to pro­ 
vide a means for meeting that debt at ma­ 
turity. The debt is all the time growing 
larger, and the day when it must be liqui­ 
dated is fast drawing near. Action of some 
kind therefore is urgent, and cannot much 
longer be deferred. Congress is about to 
meet, and the Commissioner of Railroads, 
in his report issued this week, renews the 
recommendation contained in previous re­ 
ports, that in iieu of a payment by the 
companies each year of a certain percent­ 
age of net earnings, as now required, pro­ 
vision he made for payments of fixed 
amounts at fixed periods—that is, extend­ 
ing the limit of tim e in which tiie debt is 
to lie paid, anti requiring the companies to 
contribute a certain definite sum annually 
or s ini-annually, which in the course of 
tiie specified term of years shall wipe out 
the whole indebtedness. Tlie publication 
of a pam phlet (attributed to Isaac H. 
Bromley, of the Union Pacific), setting out 
tlie relations of tiie roads to the Govern­ 
m ent since the inception of the enterprises, 
and reviewing the various Acts of Congress 
in chronological order, lends additional in­ 
terest to the matter. 
It having been decided by the Supreme 
Court of the United States that the interest 
of the subsidy debt is not re-payable till 
m aturity of the principal, but that Con­ 
gress has (tie power to pa's laws com­ 
pelling the companies to make reasonable 
provision by a sinking fund for extin­ 
guishing the debt, títere would seem hut 
one of two courses to pursue—either ex­ 
tend the debt and require fixed annual 
payments, in tiie way proposed in tlie Hoar 
bill, or increase the percentage of net earn­ 
ings under tiie Thurm an Act from 25 per 
cent, to a much higher figure, as was done 
in the Thompson bill, passed in the House 
of II 'presentafives last session. It is dear 
though, that whether tiie percentage be 
Inrge or small, the am ount of the pay­ 
ment, when dependent upon earnings, 
must vary, and as against fluctuating pay­ 
ments. tlie pian of fixed payments, sure to 
meet tlie obligation in a specified time, has 
advantages which 110 other plan can pos­ 
sess. 
. 
An important consideration which should 
have weight in the settlement of this ques­ 
tion, is tiie greatly increased competition 
that the subsidized roads now have to con­ 
tend with. Of course, the roads that the 
public is chiefly interested in are the Cen­ 
tral and the Union Pacific, tiie others br­ 
ing ol’ ’comparatively m inor importance, 
and we may. therefore, confineottr rem arks 
to them . Consider for a moment, the posi­ 
tion of these two roads as respects competi­ 
tion. The Canadian Pacific lias lately been 
completed through to the Pacific, and this 
makes no less titan five routes across the 
Continent without reckoning the steamship 
route via Panama, or tlie sailing route via 
Cape Horn. In tiie order of their comple­ 
tion they are: first, the Union-Central I’a 
citic; second, the Southern Pacific; third, 
the Northern Pacific; fourth, the Atlantic 
and Pacific; fifth, the Canadian Pacific. 
But several of these have forks or duplica­ 
tions along the eastern or western halves of 
their lines. 
For example, the Union Pa­ 
cific had the K ansas Pacific (now absorbed), 
and still lias tiie Burlington *t Quincy and 
tlie Atchison, Topeka it Santa Fe to con­ 
tend with as far as Denver, and be­ 
yond 
that tiie Denver it Rio Grande 
as 
far 
as 
Salt 
Lake. 
Again, 
the 
Southern Pacific has tlie Texas Pacific ¡is a 
competitor as far as HI Paso, and the A tchi­ 
son mad as far as Denting. New Mexico. 
The Northern Pacific road has no continu­ 
ous line of its own to tiie Pacific coast, but 
uses the track of tie Oregon Navigation 
Company for over 200 miles, which latter, 
in conjunction wills the Oregon Short Line, 
serves ns a competin ; line, j fining the 
Union Pacific ea-t of Salt Lake. 
Other 
lines, like the Northwestern nttd St. Paul, 
are pushing further west toward the Pa­ 
cific. So while there are five through lines 
ail the way across, there are five others pint 
of the way. In a word, there are. between 
tlie hundredth meridian and the W e 
coast, some 10,000 miles of road engaged in 
this transcontinental traffic. 
The different 
members of this competitive system find it 
ns difficult to prosper in their business as 
do their Eastern neighbors; and for the 
same reason; there is not business enough 
f .rail, so they tall to fighting for w lint 
little there is. with the result that through 
traffic is done at little or no profit. 
Consider also the circumstances under 
which the o fig n d enterprise of building the 
firs' road to the Pacific wasearriid on. As is 
well known, it was backed by the credit of 
the then imperiled National Government, 
without whose aid it could not have been 
completed. The Union-Central line was 
built in war time, when prices were in­ 
flated, and 7, 8 or even 10 per cent a com­ 
mon rat j for the use of money. 
It was 
built with great speed, working from both 
ends, in a spirit of rivalry for the land do­ 
nation and bond aid. The result is that, 
including the advances of the Government, 
the main line between Council Bluffs and 
Oakland, say 1,900 miles, has a canitai and 
debt of about $100,0u0 a mile, which may 
he classed roughly ns .".0 per cent, first 
mortgages, 30 per cent. United ¡States sub­ 
sidy ami interest, and the remainder 40 per 
cent, stock. Ho long as it had the exclu­ 
sive service in that country, west of tiie 
Missouri, and ¡lie Government needed to 
maintain strong military posts, the road 
could meet its interest burdens, pay part of 
its net to tlie United States, and siill leave 
enough for dividends to the shareholders. 
Now neither the Central nor the Union 
Pacific is paying anything on its stock. 
The though traffic has to he fought for at 
un remunerativo rates, the mails, troops 
and supplies are distributed ovet several 
lines, and there are five sets of tracks witii 
a capacity many times the business to be 
done. Even the i teal business is no longer 
•so profitable — tiie mining of precious 
metals has declined and rates arc lower, 
tiie wheat harves’s of California bring less 
in market, an 1 the wine and fruit business 
does not makegood the deficiency. 
Ail this of coarse leads up to the que stion 
how is competition of the old line to be 
maintained against the newer lines carry­ 
ing only one-iialf as much indebtedness, 
or say from $25,000 to $50.000 per mile ? 
Or if it cannot be successfully met, how 
otherwise is it to he dealt with so that the 
Government and other creditors may he 
paid and tlie owners have some induce­ 
ment left to do the best with their property 
and keep it in good order? The newer 
lines having unsold lands of double tlie 
extent, only increases the disproportion of 
debts and resources. Congress has directly 
fostered and stimulated this competition 
by offering munificent grants of Ian I worth 
far more than the so-called subsidy if it 
liad been a gift instead of a loan on inter­ 
est. The only reasonable solution scents 
to he that either the stockholders or the 
Government, or both, m ost he prepared to 
abate their claim, or at least postpone pay­ 
m ent and accept a low rate of use mean­ 
while. 
Thus far. thou eh its attention has been 
called to the subject, Congress has done 
virtually nothing to m e et'the occasion. 
The Thurm an Act, as said, lias proved 
wholly inadequate, and in two ways : 1st. 
The sinking fund it created depends upon 
the net carning3 oí the subsidized lines, 
after paying interest oil preferred liens, and 
these net earnings, through the increase of 
competition, are year by year declining. 
2d. It invests w hat is paid over in Unite*! 
States bonds at a high premium, so that 
the yield is less than 3 per cent , while the 
debt is running against the companies at 
six. thus piling up a large balance not due 
and payable until the maturity of the bonds 
of 1895^1900. If these things are left to drift 
in 
this way and no plan be mean­ 
while devised, there will be an indebted­ 
ness considerably in excess of $50.000,000 
by. each nf the two companies, to be paid 
to the United States, subject to prior liens 
of about $60,000 000 for the aided main line 
of both. The first mortgage must be paid 


or take the road. But suppose to avoid I 
this contingency, the Government takes the j 
road itself on its second mortgage, what • 
then ? 
lit effect, it pays $163,000,000 for it. ‘ 
Every one knows that the line could be re­ 
produced for very much less motley, and 
after the Government has the road, what 
will it do with it? If the owners eannot 
make ends meet, how would the Govern­ 
m ent do so ? Railroad operation is peculi­ 
arly outside of the Government function, 
and would only add greatly to the loss on 
the investment. 
Suggestions have been made in Con­ 
gress, most of them impracticable. The 
first thought of some Congressmen is to 
take more of the net earnings of the road, 
as was proposed in tlie Thompson bill 
alluded to above; hut this avails nothing, 
when there is no net. It is a complicated 
and difficult problem to deal will», and 
should be treated at a business matter, as 
two persons or corporations would deal 
with each other. Ail talk of compulsory 
payment, or seizure of property, is ill- 
judged. There hasbeen no default in pav­ 
ing what is lawfully due, and probably 
will be none, until the m aturity of the 
loans, and consequently there can he no 
seizure. 
Neveitheless the fact remains 
that tiie debt to the Government is year by 
year growing larger, and some provis on, 
protecting alike tiie interests of tlie roads 
and the Government, m ust be made to 
meet the same. 
It should be remembered, 
too, 
that 
the 
aided 
proportions of 
the road are linked and bound together 
with other parts not aided, and onthese 
latter Government has no claim, which of 
course still further complicates the matter. 
The Government m ight indeed receive 
back the lands as purl paym ent; hut Con­ 
gressmen who, for one purpose, extol the 
value ot the land grant, deny its value for 
the purpose of cancelling a deferred debt 
claim. 
There remains only the alternative of 
putting the annua! money requirem ents to 
extinguish 
this second 
mortgage debt 
within the earning capacity ; that is, within 
the reach of the companies; and if that can 
be done and still leave something for the 
stock, siteh solution is obviously desirable, 
for it would put a premium upon tlie good 
management of its owners. And in this 
connection it should ever be borne in 
m ind that, as the ease now stands, all the 
money paid as interest, or repaid as princi­ 
pal, has to be drawn from the earnings ; 
that is, from the amounts paid by the pat­ 
rons for the use of the road: It is impos­ 
sible to raise tlie rates for through traffic, 
tor the sharp competition of other routes 
prevents it ; and to levy increased tolls 
upon the local industries and population 
would he simply to crush them out and 
drive them to other more favored localities. 
It is in this situation of affairs that the 
bill introduced last winter, and which is 
sai*! to have the sanction of Messrs. Gar­ 
land, Edm unds and Hoar, commends itself 
to most favorable con.-.iderati n. The orig­ 
inal idra was to fund this subsidy indebt­ 
edness into one hundred and twenty fixed 
obligation;?;’’! no of which, with the inter­ 
est at 3 per cent, on the whole deferred pay­ 
ments. should he payable each six months. 
This, however, it was claimed by the onm- 
.panies, was more than they could presently 
meet. 
To spread the interest over the 
longer period, the same as the principa!, 
would equate the payments so that at tlie 
end of thirty years exactly half ot the prin­ 
cipal and half of 'h e interest also would 
have been paid, and it is in this form that 
the bill now stands. 
Mr. Adams, as i- known, favors an en­ 
tirely different policy, 
instead of paying 
any surplus earnings into the United States 
Treasury, there to remain as practically 
dead capital, ho would use it all in build­ 
ing now branches and feeders, securing the 
money so employed by the issue of limi t 
gage bonds on the new sections, and de- 
pos't these bon I -, rather than the actual 
cash, with the Government. 
For obvious 
reasons, however, there are objections to 
such a course of procedure, and it does not 
appear that Mr. Adams is actively . pposi d 
to the plan contained in the Hoar bill 
lie 
is prepared to accept its provisions, even 
though lie believes his own plan prefera­ 
ble. and ho thinks, though lie will not 
speak with ah-.ditre v miidenee, that >.vi!h ! 
hotli interest and principal evenly ilistrih- ' 
uted over the sixly y a rn ti i* Unión Pacific 
could meet the annua! pavm cnt imposed 
by the hill. 
It should he said ihat the hill also con­ 
tains n provision permitting the companies 
to anticipate nny or ¡i]¡ payments, and to 
that end all -wing them to issue new h inds 
f»r tiie amount of the unpaid installments, 
and nis i tin* ant unit of the first mortgage 
b u'd.-. outstanding a prior lien, as already 
sdd. to that of the United Svites), the new 
bonds to he secured by mortgage, and bear­ 
ing such rate of interest, and running su-h 
h-tigth of time, r.s might he deemed i xpe- 
dieut. The bill in question, it would there­ 
fore seem, embodies correct principles and 
suggests a mode of settlement at once feas­ 
ible and fair, while at the same time it is 
unopposed by the companies, and Ins the 
upport of the Commissioner of Railroads 
and many oilier thoughtful persons.

A noted physician of New

and upholstery, which lie has discarded. 
Also any appliance which prevents the free 
ingress of sun and air into every part of tlie

A newly-arrived foreigner, unac­ 
customed to this seven times heated atmos­ 
phere, finds it almost irrespirable, and in 
addition to his discom fort, great em barrass­ 
m ent to health results. This custom alone 
is sufficient to prevent Americans from ever 
becoming a robust peopie.—[The Sani­ 
tarian.

A RT-.markablk Clock.—One of the most 
remarkable of clocks has just been con­ 
structed in London fora hanking establish­ 
ment. 
It is on the twenty-four principle, 
and is notable as possessing probably the 
simplest method which luis yet been re­ 
sorted fit for indicating lime according to 
the new enumeration. Theclock in ques­ 
tion has only one hand, the long minuto 
hand, and the figures around are placed as 
heretofore. Instead, however, o f indicat­ 
ing the honrs, they indicate the minutes 
only, which are marked front five to sixty. 
The hours are shown on a sunk dial revol­ 
ving under the upper dial, a space being 
left in the upper dial in which the next 
hour figure conies forward instantaneously 
upon the m inute hand, completing its cir­ 
cuit of sixty m inutes—that is, in a word, 
the solitary hand makes tliC"minutts, and 
the sunk space shows the hour.

fro m 
P e r s o n a l O b se rv a tio n . 
Frequent 
accounts 
of correspondents 
who have ascended 
Popocaiapetl 
have 
been published, but the follow ing from an 
article by Carlos von Gogem, which re­ 
cently appeared in Science, contains many 
new points of interest. 
H e says: 
During the conquest o f Mexico by Cor­ 
tez, sonie o f his followers ascended this 
volcano toobtain sulphur with which to re­ 
new their exhausted supply of powder. 
The asconsiou o f Popocatapetl, as com­ 
pared with that of other great mountains 
of the world, presents no unusual difficul­ 
ties, and in the course of the present cen­ 
tury, many parties have accomplished it 
with entire safety, especially since the at­ 
tention of the commercial world has been 
called to the great value of the sulphur de­ 
posits there. 
The ascent is always undertaken from 
tiie northwest side of the mountain, start­ 
ing from the town of Amecameca, which 
lies on the railroad from M exico to More­ 
los. Prom here a horseback ride ol'three or 
four hours brings the traveler to the ranc’uo 
Tlamacas, just below the snow-line, and 
from this point the ascent is continued on 
foot. 
The party is provided with alpen­ 
stocks, and a sort of prim itive sandals 
called guaraches, drawn on over the boots 
to prevent slipping. 
A peon goes ahead 
and hews steps in the hard-frozen snow; 
the others follow in Indian file, pausing 
every now and then to rest, as the exertion 
in the extremely rarified atmosphere is 
very exhausting. 
After the sum m it is reached, the view, if 
the weather is clear, am ply compensates for 
all the difficulties o f the ascent. At the feet 
of the spectator lies spread out like a map 
the beautiful plateau of Anahuac, over SO 
m iles long, with its four lakes, and more 
than 200 cities, villages and haciendas, in­ 
cluding Mexico, the capital, Puebla, Cho- 
lula, A iiixco aud T lax cal a, surrounded by 
snow-covered mountains, among which 
rise the peaks of Ixtaceiliuatl, only eight 
m iles distant, Malinche, aud farther toward 
the east. Orizaba.; 
The view of the interior o f the crater is 
always completely obscured by the sulphur 
vapor, which constantly rises from t .e 
openings in the bottom, called respirade­ 
ros. 
It is at first of a greenish color, then 
condenses and falls in yellow drops, and 
finally forms into beautiful crystals. The 
edge of the crater is composed of immense 
blocks of porphyry and basalt. To descend 
into the crater, one follows a path leading 
downwards from the sum m it among ice- 
covered rocks, til! a huge blocK of basalt is 
reached, which serves as a support for the 
primitive machine called malacate, which 
is used here, as in most of the mines of 
Mexico, for the perpendicular descent of 
the remaining distance. 
A strong beam 
projects a few feet horizontally over the 
abyss ; over a pulley in the end runs a long 
rope with a loop in the lower end. The 
person wishing to descend stands in the 
loop, holds the rope in one hand, and with 
the other manages a stick, to protect him ­ 
self from injury by swinging against the 
rocks. 
Two peons let the rope run slowly 
out over the pulley, and in this way the 
descent is accomplished. 
The rope is over 
250 feet long, and the descent occupies ten 
or fifteen minutes. 
The crater has the form pf a funnel. The 


bottom is composed of scoria1, which glit­ 
ter with various colors, and am ong which 
are the respiraderos. 
In one place is a stone 
so large that a man can stand uron it, 
which rises and falls as it feels the effect of 
the subterranean vapors. 
A t the lowest 
point is a lake, the water o f which has a 
sulphurous and also somewhat acid ta s te . 
The descent of the mountain is, o f course, 
very auuch easier and quicker than the 
ascent; that of the snow-cone especially is 
accomplished in a very summary manner, 
familiar enough to a New Englander, to be 
sure, but rather startling in its novelty to 
inhabitants of southern countries. 
An In­ 
dian sits on the forward end of a mat, 
holding a stick upright between his legs; 
the traveler sits behind, clinging to th? 
guide with hands and legs, and in less tim e 
than fiitefn minutes the distance is tra­ 
versed. which in the ascent occupied three 
or four hours. 
According to the latest measurements, 
the bight o f Popocatepetl is 17,800 feet 
above the sea-level. The crater is about 2j 
m iles in circuit, and lias a depth o f 1,000 
feet. 
Since the mountain has given out 
sulphurous vapors for centuries, and at this 
tim e som ething like a ton of sulphur is 
deposited daily, the am ount o f the mineral 
existing there is almost beyond estimation. 
It would hardly be an exaggeration to say 
that the upper part of the mountain is an 
im m ense block of sulphur, inclosed in a 
shell of rock a few yards thick. 
Three qualities o f sulphur are obtained 
by operations here. 
The best is almost 
chem ically pure, obtained at the respirad­ 
eros, whence it issues in a liquid state and 
hardens as it cools. The other two quali­ 
ties are known as rich and pure sulphur 
ore. 
The former yields from 82 to 87 per 
cent, of pure sulphur, the latter about 50. 
The process used for the purification of 
the sulphur is that of M ichel, with the 
apparatus improved by Lamv. 
The dis­ 
tillation takes placa in six large cast-iron 
kettles, or half cylinders, which take the 
place of retorts, and a large brick chamber 
which serves as the receiver. 
Since the sulphur of Popocatepetl is 
m uch superior to the Sicilian, it is in 
greater demand in the American markets. 
The works at Tlamacas have control of 
enough water and fuel to increase their 
productiveness considerably. 
This would 
be in every respect advantageous; aside 
from the consumption of Mexico, 
the 
United States uso 200,C£i0 tons annually, 
and even If every ton were sold 20 per cent, 
below the usual price, there would still be, 
after allowing for freight and all other 
expenses, a clear profit o f two dollars a 
ton. 
The expenses of production ate very 
sm all. 
The workmen receive only about 
75 cents per arroba (25 pounds), although 
their work is laborious, dangerous on ac­ 
count of tlie constantly falling rocks, and 
from breathing tiie sulphurous vapors very 
deleterious to the health, causing in a short 
time, am ong other inconvenience, the fall­ 
ing out o f the teeth. 
The principal source of the world’s sup­ 
ply of sulphur at present is Sicily, which 
produces four-fifths of that consumed. The 
deposits of Popocatapetl are greater than 
those of Sicily, and, as already stated, of 
better quality. 
It secins incredible that 
they have not been 
more 
thoroughly 
worked, especially as the sulphur can he 
brought to market 25 per cent, cheaper 
than the Sicilian, at least in the United 
States. 
A plan is now on foot to h ad a tunnel 
through the wall of the crater 
directly 
to 
the sulphur deposits, 
and connect 
its mouth by a narrow-gauge railroad with 
Amecameca, which is ou one of the main 
lines of the country. 
The capital is forth­ 
coming, and it is quite likelv that in a few 
years this mountain, which is of such great 
interest in geologic, topographic, and artis­ 
tic respects, will have acquired an almost 
incalm able industrial importance. 


OUR Y0ÜJG FOLKS. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


D u ck F a n n e r s In C h in a. 
One afternoon we went a most interest 
ing expedition up the river, and then 
turned aside into one of the m any creeks, 
to the village o f Faa-tee, and thence on­ 
ward in search of one o f the ereat duck- 
hatching establishments, where m ultitudi­ 
nous eggs are artificially hatched. 
The 
first we came to was closed, but the boat­ 
men told o f us another further on, so we 
landed and walked along narrow ridges 
between large flooded fields, in which lotus 
and water chestnuts are grown for the sake 
of their edible roots. 
Both are nice when 
cooked, but the collecting of these in ibis 
deep mud must be truly detestable for the 
poor women engaged in it. 
Passing bv 
amazing heaps o f old egg shells (for which 
even the Chinese seem to have as yet found 
no use) we reached the hatching-house, in 
which many thousands o f eggs are being 
gradully warmed in great baskets tilled up 
with heated chaff, aud placed on shelves of 
very open basket work, which are arranged 
in tiers all round the walls, w hile on the 
ground are placed earthenware stoves full 
of burning charcoal, 
llere the eggs are 
kept for a whole day and night, the posi­ 
tion of the baski-ts with reference to the 
stoves being continually changed by at­ 
tendants who reserve their apparel for use 
in a cooler atmosphere! 
Alter this pre­ 
liminary heating the eggs are removed to 
other baskets in another heated room, to 
which they are dexterously carried 
in 
cloths, each containing about 50 eggs. 
No 
one but a neat-handed Chinaman could 
carry such a burden without a breakage! 
Here the eggs remain for about a fort­ 
night, each egg being frequently moved 
from place to place to equalize their share 
of heating. 
After this they are taken to a 
third room, where they are spread over 
wide shelves and covered with sheets of 
thick, warm cotton : at the end of another 
fortnight hundreds oi 
little ducklings 
simultaneously break their shells, and by 
evening perhaps a couple 
of thousand 
fluffy little beauties are launched into 
life and 
are forthwith 
fed 
with 
rice 
water. 
Duck 
farmers (who know pre­ 
cisely 
when 
each 
great 
hatching 
¡3 
due) are in attendance to buy so many 
hundreds of these pretty infants, whom 
they at once carry off’ to their respective 
farms, where there are already an im ­ 
mense number of ducks and 
geese of 
different ages, all in separate lots. 
The 
geese, by the way, are not hatched artifi­ 
cially, owing to the thickness o f their shells, 
consequently they are not so very num e­ 
rous as ducks. Still flocks num bering GOO 
or SOO are reared, and are provided with 
wattle shelves on which to roost, as damp 
ground is considered injurious to the young 
birds. 
A very large goose market is held 
every month in Canton, which is supplied 
by geese boats, each o f which brings 200 or 
3Ó0 birds. 
As to the baby ducks, they are 
fed on boiled rice, and after a while are 
promote ! to bran, maggots and other deli­ 
cacies. till the day conies when the owners 
of the duck boats come to purchase the 
half grown birds and. com mence the pro­ 
cess of letting them tatten them selves as 
aforesaid. 
This continues till they arc 
ready lor the market and are either sold 
for immediate consumption or 
bought 
wholesale by the provision dealers, who 
split, salt and then dry them in the sun. 
The heart, gizzard and entrails are also 
dried and sold' separately, and the bills, 
tongues and feet are pickled in brine.— 
[Belgravia.

A K A H O rS T R IC K . 
Robert Heller, 
the famous 
magician, 
who died a few years ago, used to exh ib it, 
with dc-light one trick of which he was 
very proud. 
H e would step to the front of 
the platform, holding out at arm’s-length 
a suiall bird-cage, in which hopped and 
chirped a live sparrow. 
Extending the 
cage above Lis head, and grasping it with 
both hands, he would say; 
’ Ladies and gentlemen, yon see this cage. 
It is a real cage, isn't it ? 
You see the. bird. 
It is a real bird, isn’t it? 
Now watch me 
closely. The moment I snap my fingers, 
the cage and bird w ill vanish ’into thin 
air.” 
lie would then snap bis fingers, and both 
cage and bird would disappear, leaving not 
so much as a feather behind. 
Calvert, a French wonder-worker, having 
heard of the bird-cage trick, determined to 
discover its secret. 
He came to the per­ 
formance one evening armed with a pow­ 
erful opera-glass. Ju.-tas Heller stepped 
upon the platform, with the cage in lus 
hands, Calvert called o u t: 
“ Put the cage down on the table, or hold 
it out by one hand.” 
Heller made a reasonable excuse for not 
doing anything of the kind, and im m e­ 
diately caused the cage to disappear, as 
usual. 
The* next m orning Calvert, who 
was on good terms with Heller, called upon 
him at the hotel. 
“ Ah, m onsieur!” said the Frenchman, 
“ 1 have discovered your great bird-cage 
trick at last 1” 
“ Have you?” replied Heller, sm iling. 
“ Pray describe it?” 
“ No. 
Come to m y performance to-mor­ 
row night and you shall see it.” 
Very w ell,” said Heller. 
" If you can 
perform the trick, you are the only living 
person, beside myself, who can do it.” 
Heller went to the evening performance, 
and took a front seat. 
Afier tiie usual 
tricks with cards and pistols had been per­ 
formed, Calvert came forward with a bird­ 
cage, in which could be seen a sniull bird 
fl ittering about. 
Holding the cage out at 
arm’s length, he said : 
“ Ladies and gentlemen, you w ill see 
here to-night, far the first time, the great 
bird-cage trick of the American wizard, 
Heller. 
I have had the honor to discover 
the secret of this trick, and I now perform 
it before you as my own. 
W hen I snap 
m y fingers, the cage and bird will disap­ 
pear.” 
Looking directly at Heller, with a smile, 
Calver snapped his lingers, and the bird­ 
cage vanished. 
At lie lle .’s death the method of making 
the cage, and causing it io disappear, was 
disclosed. 
The cage, made of the finest and most 
delicate wires, was separated into compart­ 
ments by a thin partition. 
These two com­ 
partments were held together by m inute 
but powerful springs, w hich were made to 
open by pressing two wires, one on each 
side of the cage. . 
The two wires were held by the performer 
between his thumb and finger, as he ex­ 
tended the cage at arm’s length. 
Each 
compartment of the cage was so made that 
when the springs which held them together 
were loosened the compartments would 
collapse, or fold up into a very sm all com ­ 
pass. 
Attached to each side o f the rage, close 
by the wires held by the finger and thumb 
of the performer, were stout elastic cords 
running u p the inside of Heller’s sleeves, 
and fastened at som e point above his el­ 
bows. 
The bird chosen for the cage was one of 
the sm allest varieties of sparrow, and he 
was placed in the compartment to which 
the partition belonged. 
Suppose the performer now ready to ex­ 
hibit the cage. 
H e steps out, holding it at 
arm’s length. 
The elastic bands, being on 
the inner side of his hands and wrists, are 
not perceived by the audience. 
H e snaps 
his fingers; that is, he presses the wires 
which let the cage fall apart, each side col­ 
lapses, and the force of the tightly-stretched 
rubber pulls each section of the cage up the 
performer’s sleeves. 
The bird is drawn up with the side in 
which it was placed, and. strange to say, is 
not often seriously injured by the opera­ 
tion. 
Every part of this trick requires the ut­ 
most skill and the most delicate handling 
in every detail to make it successful. The 
fact that Heller performed tlie trick hun­ 
dreds of tim es before attentive audiences, 
without betraying the secret o f it. shows 
to what an extent attention to details inaj­ 
enable a man Jo triumph over the seem ­ 
ingly 
im possible.—[The

Sir John Lubbock, who has so patiently- 
investigateil the habits of ants and bees, 
and who has written so entertainingly on 
the subject, says: 
"When we consider 
the im m ense number of ants in a nest, 
am ounting in some cases to over 500,000, it 
is a m ost remarkable fact that they all 
know one another. 
If a stranger, even be­ 
longing to the same s¡>ecies, is placed 
among them, she is at once attacked and 
driven out of tlie nest. 
Nay, more, 1 have 
found that they remember their friends 
even after more than a year’s separation. 
This is not by any sign or password, be­ 
cause even if rendered intoxicated, so as to 
be utterly insensible, they are stiii rci >g- 
li¡zed. As regards tlie mode of recognition, 
Mr. McCook considers that it is hv scent, 
and states if ants are more or less soaked in 
water they are no longer recognized b.v 
their friends, but are attacked. 
H e m en­ 
tions a case in which an ant fell accident­ 
ally into som e water. 
‘ She remained in 
the liquid several moments, and crept out 
of it. 
Immediately she was seized in a 
hostile manner, first by one, then another, 
then by a third; 
the two anteiue and 
f>ne leg were thus held. 
The 
fourth 
ant assaulted 
the middle thorax and 
petiole. 
The poor 
little 
bather 
was 
thus dragged helplessly to and fro for a | 
long time, and was evidently ordained to | 
death. 
FresenUy I took up [he struggling 
heap. 
Two of the assailants kept their 
hold; one finally dropped, the other I couU 
not tear loose, and so put the pair back 
upon the tree, leaving the doomed im- 
mersionist to her ham . fate.’ 
His atten­ 
tion having been called to this, lie noticed 
several other cases, always with the same 
result. 
J have not m yself been able to re­ 
peat the observation with the same species, 
but with tw o a:_least o f our native ants 
the results were exactly reversed. 
In one 
case five specimens of Latins niger fell into 
the water and remained immersed for three 
hours. 
1 then took them out and put 
them into a bottle to recover themselves. 
The following morning I allowed them to 
return. 
They were received as friends, 
and though we watched them from 7:30 
till 1:30 every hour, there was not the 
slightest sien of hostility. 
The nest was. 
moreover, placed in a closed box, so that if 
any ant were killed we could inevitably 
find the body, and no ant died. 
In this 
case therefore it is clear that the immer­ 
sion did not prevent them from being 
recognized.”

chiefly concerns m ost o f us in o u r life-w ork is 
w h at sh all we do to be saved from lives o f pov­ 
erty a n d u n rem ittin g toil, o r from th e deeper 
d eg rad atio n o f dishonorable d ep endence or 
self-seeking at th e ex p en se o f others. 
The 
m illions o f in tellig en t, ed u cated young m en 
a n d w om en can n o t be “ professors." “com m er­ 
c ial agents,” 
“ financiers.” 
or even genteel 
farm ers. 
T hey m ust w ork w ith th e ir h an d s to 
p roduce som ething th a t can be given in retu rn for 
th e gold th a t com es from th e m ine a n d th e 
grain th a t overflow s th e p rairie. 
Now, th ere is 
no eq u iv alen t to he ex ch an g ed for these crude 
p roductions bu t th e refine d products of thought, 
th a t is, artistic w ork. T his is no far-off U topian 
schem e tor th e elev atio n o f m an k in d . 
It is 
here, an d now it is a lread y begun. 
H undreds 
o f w om en arc su stain in g them selves com fort­ 
ably a n d honorably by recently acq u ired skill 
in art. 
H u n d red s inore of young m en have 
solved th e problem o f life, so far as in d ep en ­ 
d en t self support is concerned, by sk ill iu va­ 
rious d ep artm en ts o f applied art. 
A nd each 
one o f these, w ho th u s em ploys th e talen ts th a t 
are am ong God’s best gifts to H is c h ild re n , Ls no 
longer a b u rd en a n d a clog upon society, but a 
m oving, elev atin g force. 
Now an A rt School is to he opened pres­ 
ently in Sacram ento, as one of the works 
of th e M useum Association, and based 
upon th e m unificent gift of a collection of 
paintings and a splendid building by Mrs 
Crocker. 
T h at there will those attend 
who do so solely to acquire an accom plish­ 
m ent, w ithout any idea of applying it to 
th e 
practical 
in 
life, may be grant 
ed. 
B ut others will attend, to whom the 
school w ill open th e way for the practical 
uses of art culture and skill in every-day 
life. 
T he teaching in th at school need not 
be by a great E uropean m aster, nor is it 
required th at th e instructors shall so con­ 
duct the school as to tu rn out artists to 
hand, b ut it is required th at they shall 
teach clearly th e fundam ental principles 
of a rt and open th e door to th e develop­ 
m ent of native ability. 
W hat is acquired 
there cannot l>e lost. 
If a pupil never 
produces a picture after he 
leaves the 
school, still w hat he learns, th e discipline 
lie will undergo, m ust better him in the 
struggle for existence, and tend to qualify 
h im for entry upon such active occupa­ 
tions as require a degree at least of art 
culture and skill. 
B ut beyond this, the 
benefit of such schools as educators of th e 
public tastes, and as refining influences, 
com pensate for all th e effort th at is put 
forth to m aintain them . 
In short, a prac­ 
tical consideration of th e m atter of the 
relation of a rt to th e common duties, needs 
and followings of a busy people, w ill lead 
th e thoughtful along an alm ost endless 
avenue of uses to w hich fine art culture is 
applicable.

Secretary Bonte of the State U niversity, 
in his report to th e Board of Regents, re­ 
ferring to th e wants of the U niversity, 
well sa y s: 
If th e people o f C alifornia a re w illin g to ap ­ 
p reciate th e g ran d w ork o f th e U niversity ; if 
th ey choose to av ail them selves o f its beneficent 
in flu en ces; if they desire to foster th is great 
pow er, th ey m u st recognize a n d m eet th e fact 
th a t 
universities are necessarily expensive. 
T hey are not as expensive as th e several iorm s of 
Íhtlitieal life, bu t th ey are expensive, n everthe- 
ess. 
Every w ell populated cou n ty o r c ’ty costs 
m ore th a n a university, w hile th ey do not m eet 
th e w ants o f a people in a degree com p arab le to 
th e university. 
It is necessary to f.m ilia riz e 
th e people of th e State w ith* th e in creasin g 
w an ts ol Hie U niversity; w an ts th a t relate, no t 
to the people w ho are em ployed in th e U niver­ 
sity, hu t w ants th a t concern th e life o t a great 
people, an d w ants th a t arc cared for o nly by a 
tru e university. 
T he poorest economy in th e conduct of 
a great educational institute Ls a niggardly 
one. 
If there is cause for com plaint at the 
unw illingness of 
L egislatures to make

they can m ake th eir representatives give 
legal voice to th e ir wishes. 
T he people of C alifornia are friendly to 
th e U niversity. 
T h ey wish to see its full 
possibilities developed. 
T hey have never 
yet m anifested discontent at th e appropri­ 
ations m ade for i t ; they recognize them to 
K* intellectual and civilizing investm ents. 
W anton waste and indiscrim inate expend­ 
itu re they condem n ; b ut any need of the 
U niversity for its proper developm ent, and 
to m ake it w hat it should be, th ey would 
respond to. 
N aturally, th e U niversity 
Board of M anagem ent, as in all o th er in­ 
stitutions of like character, enthused w ith 
schemes in hand, m ay lie expected to m ake 
th e claim s for State aid very urgent. 
It is 
not, therefore, surprising th at even con­ 
scientious and fearless legislators should 
hesitate and inquire before resp o n d in g ; 
n or that demagogic and partisan legisla­ 
tors should treat th is urgency as a tex t for 
sounding periods for State economy, and 
th e d raft 
on 
th e 
taxpayers’ 
jiockets. 
Y our out and out dem agogue i® always 
fluent on these subjects. 
H is estim ates of 
educational progress is bounded by the 
m illing of the A m erican dollar. 
B ut, we 
repeat, the great th o u g h t and sentim ent of 
th e people of C alifornia are warm tow ard 
th e U niversity, and favor a broad, liberal 
and encouraging policy. 
It may lie tim ely 
suggested, however, th at the Board of R e­ 
gents of the State U niversity is a heavy 
body. 
T he “ m ajesty '* of its great office 
appears to have w ithdraw n it som ewhat 
from the people. If the Board w ill “ clim b 
down " ju st a little from its exalted posi­ 
tion ; get a little closer to th e jieople, and 
tak e pattern, somewhat, after th e frankness 
of it- Secretare— in short, if it will under­ 
take to unbend sufficiently, it will find no 
difficulty w hatever in educating th e peo­ 
ple up to the needs of th e U niversity, and 
w ill secure a generous response by th e ir 
Legislatures, w ithout having to dog at the 
heels of th e legislators or play policy in the 
lobby w ith political bosses and tim e-serv- ; basis, 
ing members of th e houses. 


T he corresjiondence of th e State D epart, 
rnents w ith th e G overnm ents of Italy and 
A ustria, relative to th e rejection of M r. 
K eily, is very interesting. As we have be­ 
fore said, there was some reason for th e ac­ 
tion of the Italian G overnm ent. W e have 
no rig h t to expect a foreign C ourt to re­ 
ceive a M inister from us, who has at any 
tim e in his public career b itterly assailed 
th at G overnm ent. 
Q uite evidently, w hile 
M r. B ayard and th e President refuse to 
consider such an objection as weighty, 
nevertheless it is fair to assume th at if 
they did not request, they at least ap ­ 
proved th e act of M r. K eily in resigning 
his appointm ent. 
B ut subsequently, when 
tjiat gentlem an was nom inated to th e A us­ 
trian court, and th e E m peror interposed 
th e objection already m entioned, because 
th e two courts were intim ately related, the 
m atter assumed a totally different phase. 
Mr. Secretary B ayard’s indignation was 
justifiable, and his w hite heat was entirely 
excusable when th e Im perial G overnm ent 
supplem ented its protest w ith th is further 
objection, th at th e wife of th e U nited 
States M inister is a Jewess. 
Itisce rta in ly 
true, as Count K alnoky says, th at th e lady 
would not be received by V ienna society. 
B ut th at is a m atter wholly Itetwcen Mr. 
and M rs. K eily and th e ir tastes. Mr. Bay­ 
ard expresses th e sentim ent of th e A m eri­ 
can people, when he declares th at they 
will not subm it to the w ithdraw al from the 
duly commissioned M inister of th is G o v ­ 
ernm ent of <lue formal courtesy and re­ 
spect, because his wife, law fully wedded 
according to th e laws of th e country he 
represents, is th e adherent of a certain 
faith. 
T he en tire country clap hands and 
cries “ B ravo!” w hen Mr. Bayard savs to 
Baron Schaeffer : 
T he case w e are now considering is th a t o f an 
E nvoy o f th e U nited States, unquestionably 
fitted, w hose presence n e a r th e foreign G overn­ 
m e n t in question is objected to by its agent on 
th e sole ground th a t his w edded w ife is alleged 
to en te rta in a religious faith w hich is held hy 
very m any o f th e m ost honored an d valued c iti­ 
zens of th e U nited States 
It is not believed bv 
th e P resident th a t a d o ctrin e an d practice so d e­ 
stru ctiv e o f religious lib erty an d freedom o f con 
science—so devoid o f cath o licity , a n d so opposed 
to th e sp irit o f th e age in w h ich we liv e—can 
for a m om ent be accepted by th e g reat fam ily o f 
civilized nations, n o r he allow ed to control th eir 
diplom atic intercourse. 
C erta in it is th a t it w ill 
n ever, in m y belief, he accepted hy th e people of 
th e U nited States, n o r by an y ad m in istratio n 
w h ich represents th e ir sentim ents.

W ith th is record, after a th o r­ 
ough a n d im p artial’ investigation, e x ten d in g 
over th e past th ree w eeks, niáde a s a nieml>er of 
th e E xecutive C om m ittee of th is C om m ittee o f 
One H undred, I claim to be able to m ake a fair 
statem en t as far as relates to th e p art tak en by 
m y p arty in th e frauds ag ain st th e re g s t ration 
arid election law s, an d o th e r outrages p reced ­ 
ing a u d follow ing th e last election. 
T he in v est­ 
igations show th a t tiie only organized fraud 
ag ain st th e registration an d election law s at the 
last election h ad been w ith in th e D erm rratie

F r a n c is c o , Decem ber 18th.—T he 
regular Decem ber m eeting o f the State 
H orticultural 
Society was held at

G rand H otel this afternoon, because the 
regular m eeting day, the last F riday of the 
m onth, falls this year on Christm as. 
P ro­ 
fessor H ilgard presided. 
George H . Perry, 
of San Francisco, was elected a m em ber. 
Senator Joseph R outier, o f Sacram ento 
county, and Mrs. A. L. Bancroft, of San 
Francisco, were proposed for election at 
th e next m eeting. 
M atthew Cooke, of Sacram ento, opened 
the discussion on insect pests. 
H e aliuded 
first to the history of the warfare against 
pests in th is State. 
H e then said th at it 
has been dem onstrated th at scale insects 
can be killed by the use of proper m ate­ 
rials in the proper m anner. 
H e objected 
to the conclusion of the U nited States E n ­ 
tom ologist aguinst th e use of alkaline 
washes. 
Eleven years of experience bad 
taught him that a w ash m ade o f equal 
parts of com m ercial potash and caustic 
soda constituted the best application. 
He 
described how thoroughly and carefully 
the 
w ork 
should 
be 
done, 
and 
the w ash m ade of th e right 
density. 
H e opposed 
using 
coal 
oil. 
or any 
of the com m on rem edies for scale insects, 
on deciduous trees. F o rth eco d liu m oth lie 
found th at the use of cans w ith sweet m ix ­ 
tures am ounted to little. 
Picking off the 
w orm y fruit, using bands around the trees 
and the careful scalding of all boxes and 
cleaning all frait-houses an d killing the 
larva hiding therein, he considered the 
best m eans of warfare. 
F or peach m oth, 
he w ould spray in th e w inter w ith one 
pound of com m ercial potash to five quarts 
of water. 
H e spoke o f a fiv w hich preys 
upon the larva of the peach m oth and re­ 
duces it considerably. 
The fly pierces the 
larva and kills it. 
For the green beetles 
which eat fruit, he w ould spray w ith four 
pounds soap, one pound buhach, to ten 
gallons of w ater. T his brings the insects 
down. F or th e red spider he recom m ended 
w hale oil soap and tobacco infusion. 
For 
the woolly aphis, he has killed those on 
the roots by uncovering tiie large roots by- 
rem oving the soil and p utting on wood 
ashes ; th e insects on the branches he kills 
w ith an em ulsion of soap and coal oil.

Cooke continued w ith m ention of other in ­ 
sects of less im portance.

A n A d d r e ss to th e C itiz e u s o f S a c r a m e n to 
U p on th e S u b ject. 
T h e subject of high license has been u n ­ 
der consideration by a very large num ber 
of citizens of Sacram ento for som e tim e 
past, and from a com m ittee of w hom the 
follow ing address has been received, w ith 
a request th at it be published : 
To the citizem o f Sacramento : T he chief 
obstacle in the way of a m ore rapid and 
grand advance in th e grow th and greater 
prosperity of Sacram ento is our present 
rate of taxation. 
T here can be but one 
opinion as to tbe desirability and urgent 
necessity of reducing our taxes a t the ear­ 
liest m om ent possible. 
A ny m ethod by 
w hich this can be accom plished should, iit 
the interest of the general welfare and 
prosperity of the people and the city, be 
speedily adopted. 
T he am ount required to m eet the ex­ 
penses of our city governm ent, and the de­ 
m ands accruing from the indebtedness of 
the city is about $240.000 per year. 
O f this 
am ount, an average oi $50,000*is obtained as 
revenue front net w ater reuts, harbor dues, 
Court fines, business licenses, etc., leaving, 
say, $190,000, to be raised by direct taxation 
upon real and personal property. 
To m eet 
this, a tax oí $1 90 on each $100 o f property 
assessed, is required to be paid. T his rate 
o f taxation is not only heavily felt by all 
ow ners of property, bu t all w bo'rent bouses, 
for a high rate paid by the ow ner is, in a 
m easure, required to be returned by the 
tenant in an increased m onthly rent. 
Not 
only this, b ut w herever a high rate of tax a­ 
tion exists, m anufacturers are deterred from 
engaging in business, fewer people select 
such a city for their residences, and the gen­ 
eral grow th, activity and prosperity of the 
place, however beautiful and desirable it 
m ay otherw ise be, is thereby retarded, and 
the result is felt by th e entire com m unity. 
T he problem , therefore, of reducing our 
rate of taxation, and thereby lessening its 
burdens, and increasing the" general pros­ 
perity o f th e city, is cue w hich interests 
every taxpayer and citizen, and should en­ 
list their m ost hearty support. 
T he use of liquor, as a beverage, is a 
luxury. 
It is right and proper th at it 
should bear, as do all luxuries, greater tax ­ 
ation than the necessaries of life. 
There 
are in this city about 250 saloons and 
places w here liquors are retailed, front 
w hich licenses are collected. 
T he license 
now collected by the city from a saloon is 
$5 per m onth, and the total revenue from 
this source during the past year was about 
$12,500. 
Now if a high license of $50 per 
m onth were established in Sacram ento 
and required of each place where liquors 
are retailed—as has been done so success­ 
fully and satisfactorily in m any of the 
Eastern States and cities—the entire ques­ 
tion of high taxes would be solved. 
Experience has show n, w here high li­ 
cense has been adopted, th at the num ber 
of saloons was thereby tlecreased from 10 
to JO per cent, in cities* of any considerable 
size. 
If, therefore, 20 per cent, of the 
saloons in tiiis city should be closed by the 
adoption of a high license, the 200 re­ 
m aining would, by paying $50 per m onth 
each, pay into the city treasury the sum of 
$120,1)00 per year. 
Now if a" revenue of 
$120,000 can be thus raised from a high li- 
l cense, it w ill reduce the am ount to be 
raised by direct taxes upon real and per­ 
sonal property, from $190,000, as stated 
above, to $70,000. and tbe tax rate w ould be 
reduced from $1 90 on each $100 to only 70 
cents. Tltis w ould at once give Sacram ento 
the reputation of having a low rate of tax ­ 
ation, and yet t lie necessary funds to m eet 
fill obligations upon the city debt and for 
m unicipal requirem ents w ould he fully 
provided for. 
T he effect upon the taxpayer of reducing 
our rate of taxes from $1 90 to 70 cents on 
each $100 of property assessed, m ay be thus 
illustrated : H e who now pays oil $10,000 
tb e sum o f $190 taxes, w ould pay at the 
reduced rate but $70; instead of the taxes 
upon $5,OX) being $95, as now. it would be 
but $35; the taxes upon a hom estead of 
$3,000. w hich isnow $57, w ould only be $21. 
and upon property assessed at $1,000, in ­ 
stead of paying $19, the tax w ould be 
b ut $7. 
T be saloons and drinking places w hich 
will be closed by such increase o f the 
license tax, would be tbe low and cheap 
houses w here vile liquors are sold, and 
w hence em anates m ost of the crim es com ­ 
m itted, as is show n by th e universal testi­ 
m ony ot police authorities. 
T he reduction in th e tax rate will invite 
investm ent that now avoids us, increase 
industrial prosperity, stim ulate im prove­ 
ments. open opportunities to tb e unem ­ 
ployed. w hich now throng our streets, and 
thus augm ent tbe trade and business of tbe 
city, besides conserving its peace, q uiet and 
general m orals. 
T he social, econom ic and m oral consid­ 
erations th at enter into the question are be­ 
far too num erous and extensive to be takeii 
up in detail. 
T hey will suggest them ­ 
selves to every thoughtful person. 
11 is n jw too easy to open a saloon, re­ 
quiring in m any instances com paratively 
no investm ent whatever, and, as a result, 
we have one drinking-place to every 198 
voters o f the city. 
But not ali voters 
patronize saloons, and therefore each ®a- 
loon is supported, in fact, by not to exceed 
100 voters. 
W herever a system of high license has 
been adopted, it has by experience been 
approved, and invariably continued in­ 
consent of all parties. 
In cities of Illi­ 
nois, W isconsin, N ebraska 
and 
other 
States its 
w orking 
has 
been 
found, 
both 
as to 
large increase o f revenue 
and decrease of crim e, to have far exceeded 
the m ost sanguine expectations. 
Los A n ­ 
geles has recently adopted a high license of 
*50 tier m onth, and at a m unicipal election 
held in th at city a few days since, twelve 
out of fifteen City Councilm en in favor of 
high license were elected. 
In San J-’run- 
eisco and O akland petitions are being cir­ 
culated for the adoption of high license 
upon saloons, and are being very n u m er­ 
ously signed, w ith prospects of early adop­ 
tion.

M arch 1, 1853, George B. Cosby was ap­ 
pointed and com m issioned a L ieutenant of 
M ounted Rifles of the U nited States Arm y; 
th at betw een th a t date and May 30, 1S60, 
he was stationed at various points in Texas, 
and th a t he occupied th e position of A ct­ 
ing A ssistant Q uarterm aster. 
T hat w hile 
acting in the latter capacity he received 
G overnm ent m oney for disbursem ent, to 
the am ount of $1,431 60, w hich he con­ 
verted to his own use. T hat as Commissary 
of Subsistence he received $24 86 of public 
m oney, w hich he converted to his own use. 
It is charged th at the L ieutenant refuses to 
pay over such m oney to the G overnm ent, 
wherefore judgm ent is asked against him 
for $1,456 46. ’ 
T hinking that possibly the above item 
referred to 
A djutant-G eneral George B. 
Cosby, a reporter lor th e R ecord-U n ion 
called upon th at gentlem an last evening 
and asked him if he had any know ledge of 
th e m atter referred to. 
T he General re­ 
plied th at it was som ething he had never 
before heard or dream ed of. 
lie stated ¡ 
th a t for som e tim e prior to 1857 he was a 
L ieutenant in the M ounted Rifles, and 
Q uarterm aster, but th at about the year 
m entioned he was prom oted into th e Sec­ 
ond 
U nited 
States 
Cavalry. 
Before 
assum ing his new position his accounts 
w ith the G overnm ent were investigated 
(according to the usual custom ) by a Com ­ 
m issioner sent from W ashington for th at 
purpose, and that a prom pt settlem ent of 
his affairs was m ade and he received a clean 
bill of discharge. H ad it been otherw ise he 
could not only not have been prom oted, but 
w ould have been suspended. H e lem uined 
in the service of th e G overnm ent until he 
resigned about 1860, and had never, during 
th at lim e nor since, received the slightest 
intim ation from any D epartm ent of the 
G overnm ent of any discrepancy in his ac­ 
counts o f nearly thirty years ago. 
“ Y'es, there is one exception.” said the 
General, laughing. “ Some five or six years 
ago I received a letter from one of the de­ 
partm ents at W ashington.notifying m e th at 
a careful and searching scrutiny of the rec­ 
ords show ed th at I was behind—either 50 
or 75 cents, I forget w hich. 
I supposed 
th at som e clerk w ith a vein of hnm or in 
his com position sent m e th at notice m ore 
as a joke than an y th in g else, and I kept it 
for a long tim e—partly as a curiosity and 
partly as evidence of m y official integrity.” 
“ Then you know nothing about this 
other m atter. G eneral?” 
asked the re­ 
porter. 
“ I do not,” he replied. 
“ I am well ac­ 
quainted w ith thq U nited District A ttorney 
H ilborn, and have m et him frequently in 
the last year or two, and he never referred 
to anything of the kind, either officially or 
as a personal m atter. 
Possibly, in the 
general confusion th at ensued at New O r­ 
leans after the breaking out of th e war, it 
is possible th at som e vouchers or records 
of the Sub-Treasury there—through w hich 
m y disbursem ents were m ade—were lost. 
I m ay add th at th e Sub-Treasurer was a 
very vigilant officer, and never neglected to 
settle at frequent and regular intervals w ith 
all disbursing officers. 
If any action of the 
kind referred to should be instituted, I 
th in k I can, notw ithstanding th e long 
lapse of tim e and possible loss of docu­ 
m entary proofs, clearly show th a t some 
busybody has sim ply found a m are’s-nest. 
I regard the w hole thing as utterly ab­ 
su rd .”

But in the hard-baked soil of the tropical 
countries th e w orm s are unable to operate, 
and other agencies are dem anded, an effec­ 
tive one being.

tunnelings, like the action of the earth ­ 
worm s, constantly bring iresh layers o f soil

ART IN TIIE HOUSEHOLD. 


A C h a p te r on F a n c y W o rk , W o rk B a sk e ts 
a n d E m b ro id e ry . 


As 
C hristm as-tide approaches 
loving 
hearts an d fingers are busily devising and 
fashioning pretty gifts for Acarones in com ­ 
m em oration of the era of “ Peace and good 
w ill.” It is indeed a stolid nature th a t does 
not respond intuitively to th e sentim ent 
th at prom pts a gift w hich is the work of 
one’s own hands, every stitch of w hich is 
interw oven with the fondest of good wishes. 
It ¡3 undoubtedly ow ing to this happy 
quality in hum anity that, inspired bv 
thoughts tender aud true, the custom of 
giving pretty trifles at Christm as-tim e is be­ 
com ing m ore and m ore popular. 
R eckon­ 
ing the value of a present in dollars and 
cents despoils it of its intent and is a direct 
violation of the proverb w hich bids us 
never to look a gift-horse in the m outh. In 
these days of art-w ork even trifling things 
need not lack in beauty. 
If utility be com ­ 
bined w ith beauty, so m uch tiie better. 
Indeed, every article in every-day use ntav 
and should he beautiful. 
The cheapest and 
com m onest thing need not be ugly, and the 
artistic does not of necessity im ply lavish 
expenditure. 
V itruvius says: " T h e perfection of all 
works depends on their fitness to answ er 
the end proposed; aud the ancients ap­ 
proved only those w hich, by sttict analogy, 
were borne out by appearance o f utility.' 
T his is a wise principle to rem em ber in all 
m ahner of decoration. 
It m ay be cheap 
and still be artistic, and it m ay be artistic 
and still he comfortable. 
T he one condi­ 
tion is not incom patible w ith th e other. 
A lm ost every w om an is now adays more 
or less occupied w ith som e sort of art 
needle-w ork. 
A convenient receptacle for 
holding it is a necessity, and it should he a 
th in g apart front the com m odious work- 
basket, w ith its tape, and needles, and 
thread and buttons. 
A pretty conceit for 
the fancy work is an easel of plush on 
w hich a bag is fixed. 
The easel should he 
about fourteen inches in hight mid neatly 
covered w ith plush : the bag is of the sam e 
m aterial, lined with a contrasting color of 
silk or satin. A high frill is left above the 
draw ing-cord. which allow s a piece of the 
lining to show . 
The bag is fastened only 
to the outer portions of the easel, the third 
being left free to open outw ard, so th at it 
m ay stand upright on the table. A nother 
is a tripod m ade o f three sticks of equal 
length upon w hich a child’s straw hat with 
a brim is fixed w ith a wire, w hich is after­ 
w ard hidden w ith a ribbon. 
H at and 
sticks are gilded or silvered, th e hat is 
lined and fitted w ith a bag draw n up at the 
top, and the work is complete. 
A hat w ith 
a som ew hat wider brim m ay he easily con­ 
verted into a work-bag to liaug against the 
wall, and will be found very useful in one’s 
bed room to hold the articles requisite for 
repairing accidental ravages in one’s w ard­ 
robe. 
A basket w ith covers opening each 
wav tow ard the central handle m ay he 
m ade a thing of beauty by lining it with 
an ything th at suits the i'ancy, and trim ­ 
m ing the handle w ith harm onious tints of 
ribbon. Still another convenient work-bag 
m ay be m ade of pasteboard shaped like a 
boat, covered with painted or em broidered 
velvet o r plush, and fitted w ith the indis­ 
pensable bag draw n up at the top. 
The 
footstool m ay he m ade to serve a double 
purpose by having its padded and covered 
top adjusted by m eans of hinges, the 
round or octagonal fram e upon w hich it is 
j m ounted being verv useful as a work-box. 
i It will be seen that none of these are ex­ 
! pensive, either in tim e or m oney ; neitlier 
j do they require any special skill in tlieir 
| m anufacture, while they are sure to be 
' w arm ly appreciated and to recall the fair 
donor often to m ind. 
One of the latest fancies in th e way of 
decorative work is the G erm an em broid­ 
ery. done in linen flosses and w ashable em ­ 
broidery silks and cottons. 
T he designs 
are qu ain t arabesques, scrolls and an inter­ 
m ingling of conventional flower form s. 
It 
is a p p lie i chiefly to table-scarfs, buffet- 
spreads, tea-cloths, and m ay even extend 
to pillow and sheet-shams" and hed-room 
drapery. 
T he m aterial used for this sort of 
work are Fayal and Italian tow els,Sw edish 
linen, m om ie cloth and cream and ecru 
em broidery linens and crashes. T he de­ 
sign is first worked in outline ; the scrolls 
or arabesques are next w orked w ithin and 
close to the outline, w ith button hole 
stitches in w hite linen floss, or they m ay 
be fitted in w ith w hite linen floss couch- 
ings or any of the devices employed for 
variety. 
Feather-stitching will answ er for 
the foliage forms, tapestry stitches w ithin 
the ilower-petal outlines, and French knots 
w here they are desirable. 
The effect is 
m ore or less rich or sim ple according to the 
stitches and com binations used, an d the 
work is applicable to ntanv nscs. 
D arned em broidery still holds its popu­ 
larity, ami by it the most delicate effects 
arc attainable, especially in the m atter of 
color, different effects being given in differ­ 
ent lights. 
Its principle is practically the 
reverse of other kinds of em broidery in 
tliut the design is sintply outlined, and' the 
background tilled in. leaving th e pattern in ­ 
dicated by the m aterial alone. 
W here the 
background is very fully w orked the effect 
is alm ost the sam e as applique. T he stitch 
is th e sam e as th at em ployed in the hom ely 
work of m ending stockings. 
A great num ­ 
ber of patterns m ay he produced, depend­ 
ing upon the order in w hich the stitches 
are arranged, but perhaps none is m ore sat­ 
isfactory than irregular darning, w hich 
produces a soft background w ith broken 
lights. It m ay he done on attv k ind of m a­ 
teria-i, but a soft silk linen is ’hest. 
A tu s­ 
sore, or Nngpore silk, «larned with filo-floss 
is especially beautiful, since the m ost deli­ 
cate coloring, alm ost equaling the broad 
washes 
q ( water-color painting, can he 
given. T he softness of the ground-coloring, 
show ing through the stitches, produces 
w onderful effects. 
M aterials woveu in the 
sam e way as huckaback tow eling are very 
suitable for darning. 
T he thread can be 
run through the raised part of the weaving 
w ithout trouble of m arking lines or count­ 
ing stitches. 
C harm ing and com fortable 
afghans for the sofa m ay be easily m ade of 
honey-contb cloth w ith darned em broidery. 
It is likew ise suitable to th e sam e infinity 
o f uses to w hich any em broidery m ay be 
applied, and w ith «lúe exercise of taste in 
the selection of colors perhaps m ore artis­ 
tic results may he attained by this sim ple 
stitch than w ith any other.—[Philadelphia 
Record.

S leep M e ch an ically C o n sid ered . 
W hether sleep can in any w ay he com ­ 
pelled, w hen the state of m ind and body is 
opposed to it, is a question w hich we are 
inclined to answ er in the negative. 
All 
th e devices which have been employed or 
proposed, such as counting, repeating the 
m ultiplication tabic, reciting passages of 
fam iliar literature and th e like, are no 
doubt frequently effective in hastening 
sleep w hich w ould have com e m ore tardily 
of its own accord ; but if the stom ach or 
heart or brain is in a m orbidly active condi­ 
tion, such as will not allow unconsciousness 
to steal upon the system , we doubt if any 
artificial m eans wiU bring about that result. 
A w riter on this subject declares, and we 
believe truly, that sleep is prevented by an 
excess of blood in the hraiii. 
H is rem edy 
is to pum p th e blood hack from the brain 
by a peculiar m ethod of breathing, for 
w hich directions are given as follows : 
H aving assum ed th e usual posture of re­ 
pose, inhale and exhale steadily 
long 
breaths, devoting the w hole attention to 
m aking the inhalations and exhalations 
exactly the sam e length. 
T he length 
should be m uch greater than th at of ordi­ 
nary breathing, although not sufficient to 
disturb tin- circulation by w orking the lungs 
to th eir utm ost capacity. 
Iu support of 
this theory reference is m ade to 
the 
feeling of faintness produced by filling the 
lungs w ith all the air they w ill hold and 
then expelling it, repeating the operation 
rapidly throe or four tim es. T he resulting 
faintness is attributed to the w ithdraw al of 
blood from tiie brain, and th e sam e effect, 
substantially, follows any suddi-n aud ex­ 
trem e em otion. So violent a disturbance 
of th e system , however, is n ot advised for 
the purpose here sought, bu t a steady and 
gradual diversion of the blood from the 
brain to the lung? and b o d y ; and it Í3 c«>n- 
fidently asserted th at insom nia can he over­ 
com e in th is way by a resolute and perse­ 
vering effort. 
W e believe it will be found tru e in n early 
every- instance o f sleeplessness, w here no 
actual pain, m ental «lisijuiet or other ap p a­ 
rent cause exists, th at the action of the 
heart is very rapid, and th at u n til it abates 
sleep will be sought in vain. 
W hen a per­ 
son lies dow n th e pulse should w ithin a 
reasonable tim e, say not m ore than fifteen 
m inutes, show a reduction o f abmit 10 beats 
per m iunte. 
If in the w aking hours it is 
B0, it should, w hen one goes to bed, fall to 
65 or 70. and sleep will alm ost certainly 
follow. 
B ut th e h eart continues to pound 
away at th e rate o f 80 or 00 strokes per 


m inute, there will be no healthy sleep, let 
the pillow s he never so carefully arranged 
and th e conditions of tem perature, light, 
exclusion of sound, and so on, th e very 
best im aginable. 
How to regulate th e system so th at the 
heart w ill abate its activity a t the right 
tim e is a question the settlem ent of w hich 
will usually solve th e problem of sleepless­ 
ness also. 
Tem perance and discrim ination 
in eating and drinking w ill go far toward 
rem oving the diffimilty. 
A due am ount of 
fresh air anil exercise is also essential; but 
violent and exhausting 
exercise, taken 
w ithout interest or enjoym ent, will often 
do m ore harm than good. 
T here are som e 
physical needs w hich can be supplied at 
will, 
by 
m echanical 
ap p lian ces; 
but 
sleep 
is 
not 
one 
of 
them . 
T he 
body 
m ay 
be 
w arm ed 
or 
cooled, 
hunger and thirst m ay he allayed, and 
som e of the functions o f the system m ay 
be stim ulated or checked, to a degree 
w hich w ith som e persons alm ost am ounts 
to artificial control. 
B ut sound and satis­ 
fying sleep is conditioned upon the general 
health. 
To bring it about, one m ust begin 
at the beg in n in g ; and the w ork can not he 
abbreviated, nor the result attained by any 
patent device w hich seis the law s of physi­ 
ology at defiance.—[M echanical News.

GENERAL NOTICES. 


P o s t a l S a v in g s B a n k s f o r t h e U n ite d 
S ta te s .—In 1S71 Postm aster General Cres- 
well reconinieniled th e establishm ent of 
postal savings depositories in connection 
w ith the U nited States Postofflces, and two 
years later he discussed the subject verv 
fully in liis annual report. 
Several of his 
successors have renew ed his recom m enda­ 
tions w ith great earnestness. H on.T hom as 
L. Jam es, after referring to and highly ap­ 
proving of these recom m endations, said: 
“ It is m y earnest conviction that a system 
of th is 
description, if adopted, w ould 
inure, m ore than alm ost any other m eas­ 
ure of public im portance, to the benefit of 
th e w orking people o f th e U nited States.” 
In 1873 H on. H orace M aynard brought be­ 
fore Congress a bill to establish a national 
savings 
depository, h ut no action was 
taken. 
Since then a num ber o f efforts 
have been m ade to induce Congress to 
enact the necessary legislation. 
T he latest 
of these efforts "was 
m ade 
in 
1S.82, 
under the leadership of M r. Lacey, whose 
report of the Com m ittee on Post offices and 
Post Roads contains valuable inform ation 
an d suggestions on the subject. T he hill 
w hich Mr. Lacey introduced, and w hich 
has recently been strongly indorsed by the 
State C harities Aid Association of New 
Y ork, and other advocatesof postal savings 
banks, provided that n one h ut m oney-order 
offices should receive d ep o sits; th a t no 
single deposit should be less ten cents or 
m ore m ore than $100; th at no person 
should deposit 
m ore th an $'.00 w ithin 
th irty days, or have at an y tim e m ore th an 
$500 to liis c re d it; and th at interest at 2 per 
cent should be paid on all sum s over $3 
and m ultiplies of $1, beginning th e first of 
the m onth following th e deposit, and stop­ 
ping the last of th e m onth preceding th e 
w ithdraw al.—[Professor I). B. King, in 
Popular Science.

This is how many divorces are prepared. 
We often heur it said that the stream tan- 
mii rise higher than the fountain. The 
fountain is the home. There is where our 
efforts should be directed, concentrated. 
There are certain crimes that justly rouse 
the horror ot the community where they 
are committed ; there are other crimes that 
are smiled upon or ignored. These latter 
are committed in respectable homes where 
children are brought into the world and 
then left to chance. Their bodies indeed 
are cared for after a fashion, but wc have it 
on the highest auth irity that “ the life is 
m ore than meat, and the body more than 
raim ent." 
Do not parents need teaching 
upon this vital subject? 
Simplicity, truth, beauty, wise restraint, 
wise relaxation ¡11 the home—do not these 
subjects need discussion? 
Would they 
not better become the pulpit than the re­ 
construction of the dry bones of r. dead the­ 
ology? 
Would we have social ethics take 
the place of religion? asks one. Social 
ethics are a part of religion.

then is no appeal. The community m ust 
tie r uirolltd by education, bv reason, by 
influence. The preacher m ust show now­ 
aday 
bat Ciod c mununds in uur .struct­ 
ure, in mind as well as body, not what He 
comm inded on Sinai merely. The un­ 
written law of ever/ day life "must be ex­ 
pounded with all i's wonderful and un­ 
looked-for and unexplainable variations. 
To teach the parents is more im portant to­ 
day than to teach the children. There is a 
need ol studying lir»t principles in a re­ 
stated form. The law should be delivered 
anew, and witn thundering» and light­ 
nings. 
If, then, the question is asked, how shall 
divore; i be prevented, we may safely an­ 
sw er,by doing all In ottr power to prevent 
m an lages, so called, that naturally lead to 
divorce. And here a vast field of education 
•» cpi'iud.—[Mrs. M. F. Butte, in I’lirenoi- 
ogu- il Journal. 


A Curious Tribe. 
The report ot the Ite.-idcnt in the State of 
Sc'.angore. in the Malay Peninsula, for the 
past year, contains some curious informa­ 
tion with regard to “ aboriginal tribes” 
called the Sakeis, who num ber between 71)0 
and 81X1. 
'1 hcv are in nine divisions, un­ 
der head-men called Batins, and they live 
m ainly by collecting gut la, rattans and 
other jungle produce. As far as is known, 
they have no form of religious worship, 
but they are very superstitious, believing in 
good and had omens, the sacred character 
of certain birds, and they always dtscrt a 
village a? unlucky 011 the death of any 
member of the tribe. They tattoo figures 
on their arms, but apparently only for the 
sake of ornament, and do not uso any 
.specially significant figures, peculiar to 
each tribe, analogous «o'the totems of tbe 
North American Indians. They consider 
no kind of edible fo id unclean, but eat even 
monkeys, snakes and scorpions, which tncy 
kill by means of a blow-pipe, throwing a 
dart poisoned with the juice ot the ipoli or 
upas tree. 
For large game they use a kind 
of cross-bow, consisting of a sharpened 
bamboo spear placed horizontally 011 a 
grooved log. anil a bent sapling fastened 
back by a rattan cord.* This cord is 
stretched across a path'iti the jungle, and, 
on being touched, releases the sapling with 
sufficient force to drive 
it completely 
through a deer s body. The Sakeis live in 
small huts built of'bam boo and thatched 
with leaves of the Bertram palm, raised 
eight feet or more ah ivethc ground. They 
are shy and easily frightened, but are quite 
harmless, and are gradually becoming ac­ 
customed to Europeans, by whom thev are 
employed to track game and to cut paths 
through the jungle. They are small in 
stature, but are otherwise very sim ilar in 
appearance to the Malays, from whom they 
differ, however in usuaily having wavy in­ 
stead of straight growing" hair. A few Ma­ 
lays are attached to every Sak.fi commu­ 
nity to act as go-betweens in the sale of 
U nir produce, and the officials have re­ 
ceived special instructions to protect these 
aboriginal tribes.—(Nature. 


About G iv y h o u B d s. 
The most powerful and speedy and clever 
dog in the world may be beaten through 
any one of a hundred diverse accidents. He 
m ay catch a toe in a tangle of tough grass; 
he runy dislocate a joint, as that beautiful 
anim al Manager did last season ; he may 
win one c -arse and then gooff after a fresh 
tiare, or he may fare as poor Bab-nt-the- 
Bowster did on one memorable occasion. 
The pretty red bitch chased a hare for threo 
and a halt miles, and was found lving half 
dead with her paws on her exhausted 
q u a rry ; she had not strength to bite. The 
ludicrous folly of those who bet on grey­ 
hounds is at once exasperating and sadden­ 
ing. Take some of last season’s occur­ 


rences. 
Itoseberrv and Strathallan were 
running when the hare suddenly stumbled 
Itoseberrv flew over his game, and the poor 
little creature floundered into Strathalfan’s 
jaws. Again, in a coarse run last December 
by 
a beautiful animal called 
Naiad, 
she 
lost 
through 
the very qualities 
which 
may 
enable 
her 
to win 
in 
future. She was led by a huge strid­ 
ing greyhound, but 
she 
stole 
along 
easily, never letting her opponent get far 
away. Presently the hare turned, Naiad 
made a rush, struck like a hawk, and lost 
through her own promptitude. Che Sara 
is one of the most exquisite creatures of 
her kind. She ran away from one antag­ 
onist, and then had a flying fail which 
seemed heavy enough to burst her ribs. 
She was useless afterward. A dog called 
Master J 0I111 was winning easily when he 
tripped 011 a clod, and was knocked sense­ 
less by his tumble. 
Moreover, who can 
forget Master McGrath's mishap on the 
occasion of his one defeat ? Fortunes were 
lost through that accident. A man may 
see thousands of courses run, yet he is 110 
nearer being able to foretell the result of 
any given trial, and the tipsters who at­ 
tend meeting after meeting are almost al- 
wai's wrong. Some rich men lay out for­ 
tunes 011 their kennfls, and secure the best 
blood that money can buy, yet they never 
score a success, while a farmer, or miner, 
or potman wins hundreds through the 
good luck of one half-trained dog.

February a dog which cost £3 met another 
dog which cost £”50, and the cheap dog 
won easily.—[The Saturday Review. 
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McClellan as a Failure. 
In a pamphlet of SB pages, entitled “ Lin­ 
coln and Stanton,” Judge William K. Kel­ 
ley gives tiic following account of an inter­ 
view with Secretary Btanton a few months 
before General McClellan’s removal from 
the command of the Army of the Potomac. 
On Sunday morning, the 30th of March, 
1S62, Judge Kelley went to the War De­ 
partment. presented his card, and was 
admitted. General McClellan was w ith the 
Secretary at ¡lie time. After lie had gone 
Judge Kelley was admitted to the Secre­ 
tary’s oiiice, and, after some preliminary 
conversation, made a statement substan­ 
tially as follows: General Henry M. Naglee 
entered a sleeping c a ra t Philadelphia for 
W ashington at 11 o’clock last evening. The 
car was not to start until some tim e later. 
Among his fellow-travelers he recognized 
old friends, and seemed anxious to impress 
them with a sense ol his great military and 
political importance. lie stated to them 
that the President was so incensed by 
McClellan's failure to effect his promised 
surprise by the use of canal boats on the 
upper 
Potomac, that he 
bad 
given 
him notice that ho would rciievebim of his 
command if he did not, within ton days, 
subm it a plan of a practical campaign 
which he would undertake to execute. 
Senator Latham of California had written 
Naglee that something must be dune im­ 
mediately by McClellan’s friends, or that 
he would lose his command, as Lincoln’s 
patience would bear no further strain. The 
Senator had named the time and place in 
Washington at which they should meet 
for conference. 
General Naglee said he 
had not found Latham at Washington, but 
that he had been referred by him to Sena­ 
tor Rice. The interview with Senator Rice 
had been satisfactory, and the plan agreed 
upon was to prepare memoranda as notes 
for a campaign against Richmond, with 
Fortress Monroe as a base, on loose slips 
of paper of different texture, color, and rat­ 
ing, so us to impress the President with the 
conviction that McClellan, in spite of the 
labor in which he had been involved by the 
Harper's Ferry movement and the Presi­ 
dent's imperative demand for a plan under 
penalty of dismissal, had stolen intervals in 
which to jo t’down a point or two a*, a time, 
and thi¡3 outline a plan which lie was will­ 
ing to submit, not only to the President, 
but to the judgm ent of á council ofdivision 
commanders, of whom there were twelve. 
“ As I proceeded to report this part of Gen­ 
eral Naglee’s alleged statem ent,” Judge 
Kelley continues, " Mr. Stanton arose in 
evident excitement, and passed to a case in 
which there were a number of blue paper 
boxes alphabetically arranged, and, draw­ 
ing from one several slips of paper such us 
General Naglee was reported to have de­ 
scribed, he said ; “ Vos, here are the slips. 
These are the implements by which effect 
was given to a conspiracy to deceive the 
Presiiient, and in consequence of which 
80,000 of our best troops are afloat m 
wooden bottoms, and should the Merrimuc 
get among the fleet of transports she could 
sink them all as easily as she sank the 
Congress in the Cumberland.’ ” 
It was by 
this means, says Judge Kelley, that the 
Peninsular campaign was forced 
upon 
President Lincoln.

The largest gathering of citizens that 
has assembled in this city lor years was 
that at Armory Hall last evening. 'The 
main floor was occupied by about 1,200 
men. and the galleries were crowded. 
George B. Katzcnstein called the meeting 
to order at 7:30 o’clock. He said it was an ad­ 
journed meeting, for the purpose of forming 
a perm anent organization of some kind to 
rid ourselves of the Chinese evil. It was 
now time for action, and not for speech- 
making. They had been talking for some 
time, and now it was time to do something. 
H e hoped some common ground could be 
found, upon which all could stand and 
work for the common good. The speeches 
made at the former meeting were of the 
right character, and the resolutions at that 
tim e passed had been commended by the 
press throughout the State, all of which 
was a good omen. We should be patient, 
and the mechanic, laborer and artisan 
should act in perfect harmony. He said 
the former meeting appointed a committee 
on perm anent organization, of which H. 
Weinstock was Chairman. He called npon 
that gentleman for their report. 
THE COMMITTEES REPORT. 
The Committee on Perm anent Organiza­ 
tion reported as follows: 
J/r. Clutirman and Fellow-atizeru ;3It is tru e ttia t 
in th e past o u r G overnm ent, an d even th e early 
s e ttle » of C alifornia, believing th e C hinese 
w ould prove a perm an en t benefit, encouraged 
th em to com e here; a n d th o u g h we can now 
clearlv see th a t such a policy w as a g rave m is­ 
tak e, it docs not a lte r th e fact th a t th e C hinese 
now in th is country are e n title d to th e fullest 
protection of th e law .

th e upb u ild in g o f strong, prosperous, in tellig en t 
an d happy com m unities. 
By th e ir vices, th e ir

The Golden Eagle Hotel, of Sacramento, 
lias been known to Californians ever since 
“ the days of ’49.” It was in the fail of 
that memorable year that a young man 
named Daniel E. Callahan (who in the 
later years of hts life was better known as 
“ Uncle Dan ” ), who had drifted hither with 
the first tide of fortuue-seekers. erected a 
tent on the noreii west corner of Seventh and 
K streets, and suspended above it a sign 
bearing the name of "Golden Eagie Hotel.” 
The “ camp ’’ grew rapidly, and the busi­ 
ness of the enterprising young landlord 
had so ineieased that in tire following year 
he erected a small frame house on the same 
spot. This building was destroyed in the 
great tire of 1862, but its owner was so im­ 
pressed witli the future prospects of Sacra­ 
mento, and this portion of the State, that 
lie at once rebuilt, this tim e erectinga large 
brick structure on the west portion of the 
lot occupied by the present handsome hotel. 
The following year Mr. Callahan found it 
necessary to still further increase his ac­ 
commodations by building an ell on the 
rear of the hotel, extending eastward. 
He 
continued the business, with good success, 
until 1861, when it was leased to Tubbs A 
Patton, and was by this firm conducted till 
the Hood of 1862. when they gave it up, and 
Callahan again installed ’him self as pro­ 
prietor. 
In 1867 Mr. Callahan extended the hotel 
building to the corner of Seventh and hack 
to the alley. Two years afterward he re­ 
moved the front of the west half (the old 
building), and fiuisbed it so as to corre­ 
spond with the new structure. 
He con­ 
tinued as owner and landlord of the Golden 
Eagle until April, 1874, when it passed into 
the hands of the Sacramento Bank. The 
batik continued the business until Septem­ 
ber of the lulter year, under the manage­ 
m ent of A. Sites, who had been connected 
w ith the house from 1860. The property 
was sold to Timothy Sargent in the fall of 
1874, who conducted the hotel until the fol­ 
lowing January, when it again reverted to 
the hank, aud was placed under the rnan-

The latter ran the 
business until 1877, when F. A. Horn- 
hlower became the lessee, and remained as 
landlord until March, 1881.

leased by Colonel J. A. McXasscr, who 
caused many improvements to he made, 
and he successfully conducted the business 
until May, 1SS5.

W ithin its walls would-be 
Governors, United States Senators, Con­ 
gressmen and other im portant officials 
have had their fates decided, and to that 
extent has the Golden Eagle been one of 
the factors in shaping the political des­ 
tinies of the State.
